The number of Births in the Dublin Registration Area during the year 1919 
(53 weeks)*, exclusive of those occurring in institutions of infants (718) whose mothers 


- were admitted from outside localities, was 9,633, or 23-4 per 1,000 of the estimated 


population? of the Registration Area, which consists of the City of Dublin and the 
urban districts of Rathmines and Rathgar, Pembroke, Blackrock and Kingstown. 


The results of the correction for births in Dublin Institutions, above outlined, 
are shown in detail in Table V., which also shows the infant mortality rate for the 
several districts comprised within the Registration Area, based on the corrected 
births and deaths. 


Of the 9,633 births, 7,875 belonged to the city, affording a rate of 25-0 per 
1,000 of the estimated population, and 1,758 to the urban districts named above, 
equivalent to 18-3 per 1,000. 


The total births registered during the year amounted to 10,351 (5,390 boys and. 
4,961 girls), and represented a rate of 25-1 per 1,000 of the population, as against 
an average rate for the preceding ten years of 26-7 per 1,000 of the mean population 
of these years. 


Of the 10,351 births, 2,476 were registered during the first quarter, 2,429 in 
the second, 2,546 in the third, and 2,900 in the fourth. 


In London the number of births registered during the year 1919 (53 weeks) was 
84,568, being equal to a rate of 18-3 in every 1,000 of the estimated population ; in 
Glasgow the number was 26,508, equal to 23-3 per 1,000 ; and in Edinburgh it was 
6,163, or 18-0 per 1,000 of the population. 


DEATHS.—The number of deaths appertaining to the Dublin Registration 
Area, during the year 1919 was 8,595; this number is equal: to 20-9 per 1,000 of 
the population of the Area, estimated to the middle of the year 1919. The average 
death-rate for the 10 years, 1909-18, was 20-9 per 1,000. Thus the rate for last year 
is equal to the average. 


The total number of deaths registered during the year, namely, 9,293 (4,416 
males and 4,877 females), including the deaths of 698 persons from localities outside 


‘the Area, is equal to 22-6 per 1,000 of the estimated population. The average rate 
' for all the deaths registered during the preceding 10 years was 22-3 per 1,000.

The rate for the city of Dublin was 22-0 per 1,000 (21-2 on the North side, and 
22-9 on the South), and for the suburbs 17-1 per 1,000. The rates for the several 
districts range from 12-1 for Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, to 24-5 for the district 
of South City No. 2. | 


Of the 9,293 deaths in the entire Area, 3,811 were registered during the first 
quarter of the year, 2,042 in the second, 1,558 in the third, and 1,882 in the fourtb, 
the weekly average being 175. 


In the eighteen provincial Urban Districts, for which statistics are given in the 
Weekly Returns, the respective death-rates are as follow, ranging from the lowest 
to the highest :—Ballymena, 15-3 per 1,000 of the population* ; Clonmel, 15:5; 
Tralee, 15:6; Newry, 15:9; Dundalk, 16-2; Lurgan, 16-2; Wexford, 17-7; 
Belfast, 17-9; Sligo, 18-2; Kilkenny, 18-4; Waterford, 18-5; Portadown, 18-7 ; 
Lisburn, 18-8; Limerick, 19-0; Cork, 19-9; Drogheda, 20-1; Galway, 21:5; and 
Londonderry, 21-8. 


The number of deaths among civilians in London during the year 1919 (53 
weeks) was 59,255, being equal to a rate of 13-4 in every 1,000 of the estimated 
civil population ; in Glasgow, the total deaths numbered 18,549, being equal to 16-3 
per 1,000 of the estimated total population ; and in Edinburgh, 5,800, or 17 ‘0 in 
every 1,000. 


Pusiic Ixstrrutions.—Of the 9,293 deaths registered in the Dublin Registra- 
tion Area last year, 3,950, or 42-5 per cent., occurred in public institutions, viz. :— 
2.443 in the various hospitals, prisons, and lunatic asylums; and 1,507 in Work- 
houses, including 33 (those of persons admitted from the Dublin Registration Area) 
in the Rathdown Union Workhouse. 


DISEASES. 


Dusirin Recistration AREA.—(See Tables IV. and V.)—The records of last 
year show that the total number of deaths from the principal epidemic diseases} 
registered in the Dublin Registration Area was 487. This number is equal to a 
rate of 1-18 per 1,000 of the estimated population. 


Enreric Frver.—During the yearly period (53 weeks) terminating on the 
3rd January, 1920, the deaths registered as from enteric fever were 16 in number, 
of which 6 were deaths of residents in localities external to the Dublin Registration 
Area. The deaths are the fewest registered in any year since registration became 
effective. The yearly average for the 10 years, 1909-1918, is 50, the highest annual 
number of deaths in these years having been registered in the year 1911, namely, 83. 


Typuus.—There is no record of mortality from typhus in the Dublin Registration 
Area during the yearly period now under examination. 


SMALL-Pox.—Neither was there a death from small-pox registered, or any report 
of the incidence of the disease during the 53 weeks under notice. 


Muastus.—Excepting the years 1910 and 1913, during which 20 and 29 deaths, 
respectively, from measles were registered, the year 1919, in which 35 deaths were 
registered, gives the lowest record since the year 1909. The highest number of 
deaths was recorded in the period, 1914, when the deaths registered numbered 386, 
the average for the years, 1909-18, being 158. 


ScARLET Frver.—The deaths from scarlet fever, which numbered 29, are 
9 under the average for the 10 years preceding ; in the year 1911 there were 77 deaths 
and in the year 1917 there were 7 deaths, the highest and the lowest numbers regis- 
tered in any year of the preceding decade. 


WHOoopPiInc-couGH.—As in the instance of enteric fever mortality, that of whoop- 
ing-cough is the lowest on record for any yearly period since the commencement 
of registration, the number of deaths being 26, as compared with an average of 
123 in the 10 years, 1909-1918, the highest annual number of deaths in these years 
being 195 in the year 1918.

Yearly Summary. v- 


DIPHTHERIA.—The deaths from diphtheria which numbered 31, were below the 
average, 68, and also lower than the number registered in any year of the preceding 
decennial period. In the year 1912 the deaths registered from diphtheria were 110, 
the largest number in any year of the decennium. 





INFLUENZA.—From the year 1909 to the year 1917, deaths from influenza in 
the Dublin Registration Area ranged from 161 in 1915 to 43 deaths in 1914; they 
rose from 64 in 1917 to 1,506 in 1918, and to 912 in the period under notice; _ 
this latter figure is represented by a rate of 2-22 per 1,000 of the popu- 
lation of the Dublin Registration Area estimated to the middle of the year 1919. Of 
the 912 deaths from influenza, 349 were recorded for North Dublin City, 326 for 
South Dublin City, 82 for Rathmines and Rathgar urban district, 40 for Pembroke, 
12 for Blackrock, 24 for Kingstown urban district and 79 were deaths in institutions 
of persons admitted from localities situated outside the Dublin Registration Area. 


PnrEuMoniA.—During the nine years ending 1917, the greatest annual number 
of deaths from pneumonia was registered in the year 1912, and amounted to 806, 
and the lowest number in 1916, namely 595; in the year 1917 the number was 597, 
rising in the following year to 1,149, and in the year under notice to 948, equal 
to an annual rate of 2-30 per 1,000 of the estimated popuiation of the Area. Of 
the total deaths from pneumonia 409 appertained to North Dublin City, 339 to South 
Dublin City, 55 to Rathmines and Rathgar urban district, 59 to Pembroke, 7 to 
Blackrock and 22 to Kingstown. Of the total deaths (948) there were 57 deaths in 
institutions of residents of localities external to the Area. 


DysENTERY.—T'wenty-one deaths from dysentery were recorded, the average 
for the 10 preceding years being 6. 


DrarRuG@AL DiszasEs.—Altogether the deaths of 329 persons were attributed 
to diarrhceal diseases ; of the total there were 304 deaths from diarrhcea and enteritis 
of children under 2 years of age. The average number of deaths of such children in 
the eight years, 1911-1918, was 407. ‘The rate corresponding to the 329 deaths in 
the year 1919 was 0-80 per 1,000. 


The Hospital statistics relating to some of the above-mentioned diseases are 
given in Table I., page vil. 


CEREBRO-SPINAL F'rver.—There were 6 deaths returned as from cerebro- 
spinal fever ; in each of the 3 years preceding deaths from this disease were 7,5 and 8, 
respectively.

A marked decline is observed in the number of deaths from tuberculosis, side by 
side with the mcreased number of deaths from influenza, pneumonia and bronchitis. 
The total number of deaths from tuberculosis, all forms, was 1,282, as compared 
with 1,479 in 1918, the average for the 10 years, 1909-18, being 1,459. These 
numbers for 1919 and 1918 correspond to the rates of 3-11 and 3-71 per 1,000 of 
the estimated population of the Area in the middle of these years. 


Of the total, 1,282, there were 927 deaths assigned to the pulmonary form of the 
disease, corresponding to an annual rate of 2-25 per 1,000, and 355 deaths were from 
other forms of the disease, being equal to a rate of 0-86 per 1,000. The deaths 
from other forms of the disease include 97 from tuberculous meningitis, 79 from 
abdominal tuberculosis, 28 from tuberculosis of the spinal column, 20 from 
tuberculosis of joints, 31 from tuberculosis of other organs, 2 from scrofula and 
98 from disseminated tuberculosis. 


With reference to the distribution of tuberculosis mortality in the Area, it-may 
be seen in Table V. that of the total deaths (1,282) there were 500 recorded for North 
Dublin City, 499 for South Dublin City, 79 for the urban district of Rathmines and 
Rathgar, 55 for the urban district of Pembroke, 19 for the urban district of Blackrock, 
and 31 for the urban district of Kingstown. These numbers are represented by the 
following rates :—for North Dublin city districts, 3-02 per 1,000; South Dublin, 3-33 ; 
Rathmines and Rathgar urban district, 1-97 ; Pembroke, !-83 ; Blackrock, 2-08 and 
Kingstown, 1-84. The total (1,282) includes the deaths in institutions of 99 persons 
who were not inhabitants of the Dublin Registration Area. 


CancER.—The deaths from cancer, 530 in number, were above the average 
(484) and include 92 deaths in institutions of persons not resident in the Dublin Regis- 
tration Area. The total (530) is equal to an annual rate of 1-29 per 1,000 of .the 
population. 


DISEASES OF BRAIN AND NeERvous System.—Excluding 6 deaths from 
cerebro-spinal fever the total number under this heading was 851, corresponding 
to an annual rate of 2-08 per 1,000. Among the deaths there were 154 of children 
under five years of age from convulsions. . 


DISEASES OF THE CrrcuLATORY SystTEM.—The deaths of 823 persons were 
caused by these diseases; this number is equalto an annual rate of 2-00 per 1,000. In 
the 3 preceding years the numbers of deaths under this heading were 867, 784 and 
775, respectively. 


Broncuitis.—The mortality from bronchitis increased from 906 deaths in 1918 
to 1,111 in the year under notice, the rate in the former year being 2-27 and in the 
year 1919 it was 2-70 per 1,000. It is notable that with an epidemic of influenza 
there is a large increase of mortality both from pneumonia and from bronchitis, 
and a marked diminution in the mortality from tuberculosis. 


CONGENITAL ConpiTrIons.—Of the deaths of infants, 227 were assigned to 
prematurity, 163 to congenital debility and 42 to congenital malformations. 


VIOLENCE.—The deaths attributed to violence (159) include 27 deaths of per- 
sons not belonging to the Area. Among the 159 deaths there were 33 from burns 
and scalds, 24 from vehicles and horses, 23 from drowning, 5 from poisons, 6 from 
gunshot wounds; 6 deaths were assigned to homicide and 8 to suicide.

In 228 cases the cause of death was uncertified, there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness: of these 228 cases, 95, or 41-7 per cent., were 
deaths of’children under 5 year of age; these 95 deaths form 4-6 per cent. of the 
total number of deaths of children of that age-period. Of the deaths of 490 infants 
under one month old registered, there were 48 (or 9-8 per cent.) regarding which 
the cause was uncertified.

Of the 9,293 deaths registered during the year, 2,052 deaths, or 22-1 per cent., 
were of children under five years of age, and 2,348, or 25-3 per cent., were of persons . 
aged 65 years and upwards, including those of 1,010 persons aged 75 years and 
upwards, of whom 43 were stated to have been nonagenarians, and 2 (females) were 
stated to have been aged 103 and 109 years, respectively.

InFANT MORTALITY. 


Excluding 718 births and 41 deaths in Institutions of infants whose mothers 
were admitted from localities outside the Dublin Registration Area, the infant 
mortality rate for the year 1919 was 141 per 1,000 births, as against 149 per 1,000 
births in 1918, and 152 per 1,000 births in 1917.’ 


The infant mortality, as corrected, for each district of the Dublin Registration 
Area in 1919 is given in Table V. It will be seen from this table that the rate for 
the city was 152 per 1,000, the rates for the North and South City districts being 
respectively, 140 and 166 per 1,000, while for the urban districts the infant 
mortality rate was 94 per 1,000, the district rates varying from 182 for South City 
No. 1, 174 for South City No. 4, and 173 for North City No. 2, to 76 for Rathmines 
and Rathgar urban district, 77 for Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, part of, and 88 for 
Coolock and Drumcondra, part of. 


In 1918 the infant mortality rate for the City of Dublin was 161 per 1,000, 
the rates for the North and South City districts being, respectively, 150 and 175 
per 1,000, and the rate for the urban districts was 98 per 1,000 births. 


Basing the infant mortality rate on the total number of births and deaths of 
infants registered in the Dublin Registration Area, the rate for 1919 amounted to 
135 per 1,000 births, as compared with 143 in 1918, 144 in 1917, 147 in 1916, 157 in 
1915, and an average of 149 in every 1,000 births registered during the ten years, 
1909-1918.

Occupations.—Table VII. exhibits the occupations or social position of the 
persons whose deaths were registered during the year, the various callings being 
erouped in classes and orders, so as to show the respective rates of mortality in the 
several social grades of the population. From this Table it will be observed that 
the deaths in families of the * Professional and Independent Class”? were equal to 
a rate of 18-3 per 1,000 of the persons in that class according to the Census of 1911 ; 
in the “‘ Middle Class ” the death-rate was 17-3 per 1,000 ; among the ** Artisan Class 
and Petty ShopKeepers”’ it was 17-8; and in the ‘“‘ General Service Class” it was 
29-1. The number of the living in each of the several classes and orders of occu-

PROVINCIAL URBAN DISTRICTS.—(See Tables VIII. and IX.)—The 
respective death-rates per 1,000 of the population represented by the deaths from 
the principal epidemic diseases* registered during the year in the eighteen urban 
districts included in the Weekly Returns are as follow, ranging in order from the 
lowest to the highest—-Drogheda, 0-2; Portadown, 0:3; Clonmel, 0:4; Lurgan, 
0-4; Limerick, 0-5; Galway, 0-5; Newry, 0-6; Lisburn, 0-6; Tralee, 0-7; 
Ballymena, 0-8; Dundalk, 0-8; Wexford, 0:9; Cork, 1-1; Kilkenny, 1:2; 
Waterford, 1-3; Sligo, 1-4; Belfast, 1-5; and Londonderry, 2-2. 


Enreric Frver.—Included in the 36 deaths from this cause are 17 appertaining 
to Belfast, 5 to Limerick, 2 to each of Waterford, Dundalk, and Tralee, and one 
to each of Cork, Londonderry, Galway, Lisburn, Newry, Portadown, Ballymena, 
and Sligo. 


Typuus.—The 11 deaths include 5 for Londonderry, 3 for Cork, 2 for ‘Tralee, 
and one for Belfast. 


SmaLL-pox.—No mortality from this disease was reported. 


Mrastes.—Of the 159 deaths, 137 belonged to Belfast, 7 to Waterford, 5 to 
Sligo, 4 to Lisburn, 2 to each of Londonderry and Ballymena, and one to each of 
Cork and Newry. 


ScaRLeT Frver.—The 146 deaths include 138 for Belfast, 5 for Londonderry, 
2 for Cork, and one for Ballymena. 


‘WHOOPING-CcOUGH.—There were 105 deaths from this disease, including 60 for 
Londonderry, 11 for Kilkenny, 9 for Belfast, 7 for each of Cork and Sligo, 3 for 
Newry, 2 for each of Waterford, Galway, and Clonmel, and one for each of Wexford 
and Ballymena. 


DipHTHERIA.—Of the 80 deaths, 32 belonged to Cork, 30 to Belfast, 5 to 
Limerick, 4 to each of Londonderry and Dundalk, 2 to each of Lisburn and Wexford, 
and one to Newry. 


DIARRH@AL DiseAses.—Included among the deaths grouped under this heading 
are 292 deaths of children urder two years of age from diarrhoea and enteritis, 180 
appertaining to Belfast, 38 to Cork, 21 to Waterford, 10 to Londonderry, and 9 to 
Limerick. | 


Putmonary TuBERCULOSIS.—The number of deaths from pulmonary tubercu- 
_ losis registered in the eighteen urban districts amounted to 1,532, equivalent to an 
annual rate of 2-0 per 1,000 of the aggregate population of these districts. The 
deaths in Belfast (853) represent a rate of 2-1 per 1,000 of the estimated population. 
In the remaining seventeen urban, districts the deaths, 679, represent an annual rate 
of 2-0 per 1,000 of the aggregate population of these areas. In the Dublin Regis- 
tration Area the rate for deaths from pulmonary tuberculosis (exclusive of deaths 
in public institutions of persons admitted from outside the Area) is equal to 2-1 
per 1,000 of the estimated population.

The Births and Deaths* registered in the Dublin Registration Area and in the eighteen principal 
provincial Urban Districts of Ireland, with the annual rates per 1,000 of the population represented 
théreby, which, for the purposes of these Returns, is estimated at 1,142,268, are givenin Table II. The 
deaths from all causes appertaining to the undermentioned areas for last week and for the past four 
weeks, respectively, were equal to the following annual rates per 1,000 of the population :— 

Nineteen Town Districts, 21-9 and 21-3; Dublin Registration Area, 23-4 and 21-2; Dublin City, 
24-7 and 22-7; Belfast, 17-3 and 20-2; Cork, 21:1 and 20-1; Londonderry, 39-4 and 26-8; Limerick, 
24-4 and 23°7; and Waterford, 26°6 and 19°5. 

The deaths* from certain epidemic diseases} registered in the 19 town districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 0-6 per 1,000. Among the 133 deaths from all causes for Belfast 
are one from Measles and 2 from diarrhea and enteritis of children under 2 years. Included in the 
31 deaths from all causes for Cork are one from whooping-cough, one from diphtheria, and 2 from 
diarrhcea and enteritis of children under 2 years. One of the 31 deaths from all causes for London- 
derry is from typhus. One death from enteric fever is among the 18 deaths from all causes for 
Limerick ; and included in the 10 deaths from all causes for Sligo is one from whooping-cough, ~ 


DUBLIN- REGISTRATION AREA. 


In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 188—95 boys 
and 93 girls—and the deaths to 197—-97 males and 100 females. 

The deaths registered, omitting the deaths (numbering 15) of persons admitted into public institu- 
tions from localities outside the Area, represent an annual rate of mortality of 23-4 per 1,000 of the 
population, the rate for the total deaths registered in the Area being 25-4. 

Of the 182 deaths appertaining to the Area 2 were from whooping-cough, one from diarrhea 
and enteritis of a child under 2 years, and 10 from influenza. 

In the 3 preceding weeks deaths from whooping-cough numbered one, 0, and 0, deaths from 
diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years, 2, 2, and 4, and deaths from influenza 24, 14 and 9, 
respectively. 

Deaths attributed to pneumonia were 22 (comprising 15 from broncho-pneumonia, one from lobar 
pneumonia, and 6 from pneumonia, type not distinguished), as against 20, 18, and 24 in the three 
weeks preceding. ; 

Tuberculous disease caused 27 deaths (comprising 19 from pulmonary tuberculosis, 5 from 
tuberculous meningitis, and 3 from other forms of tuberculosis), as against 22, 13, and 22 in the three 
weeks preceding. 

Nine deaths were caused by cancer, 9 by organic diseases of the heart, and 28 by bronchitis. 

Among deaths of infants under one year old, 7 were due to convulsions, 7 to broncho-pneumonia, 
one to diarrhcea and enteritis, 3 to premature birth, and 10 to congenital debility. 

There was one death caused by burns. 

Fifty-seven of the deaths registered during the week appertaining to the Area were those of 
children under 5 years of age, 43 being infants under one year, of whom 15 were under one month old, 
and 48 deaths were those of persons aged 65 and upwards, of whom 35 were 70 years of age or over. 

Of the 182 deaths recorded, 56 occurred in hospitals and other public institutions.

ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND, 


The mortality among civilians for the week ended 4th January, in 96 large English towns {including 
London, in which the rate was 16-6 was equal to an average annual death rate of 16-1 per 1,000 of the 
estimated civil population. . 

The average death rate for 16 principal towns of Scotland was 16+7 per 1,000 persons living, the rate 
for Glasgow being 15*1 and for Edinburgh 17-8. 


INFECTIOUS DisEASES IN EDINBURGH. 


The Registrar-General has been favoured by A. Maxwell Williamson, m.D., B.sc., Medical Officer of Health 
for Edinburgh, with a copy of his Return of Infectious Diseases notified during the week ended 4th January. 
From this Report it appears that of 29 cases notified, 11 were diphtheria, 8 scarlet iever, 3 pulmonary 
tuberculosis, 3 other forms of tuberculosis, and 4 erysipelas. Among the 405 cases of infectious 
diseases in hospital at the close of the week were 158 of pulmonary tuberculosis, 103 of scarlet fever, 

69 of diphtheria, 24 of whooping-cough, 13 of influenza, 12 of measles, and 6 of erysipelas.

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NINETEEN TOWN DISTRICTS. 


The Births and Deaths* registered in the Dublin Registration Area and in the eighteen principal 
provincial Urban Districts of Ireland, with the annual rates per 1,000 of the population represented 
thereby, which, for the purposes of these Returns, is estimated at 1,142,268, are givenin Table II. The 
deaths from all causes appertaining to the undermentioned areas for last week and for the past four 
weeks, respectively, were equal to the following annual rates per 1,000 of the population :— 

Nineteen Town Districts, 21-4 and 20-7; Dublin Registration Area, 21-2 and 21-0; Dublin City, 
22-0 and 22-3; Belfast, 20-4 and 19-1; Cork, 16-3 and 18-4; Londonderry, 19-1 and 22-8; Limerick, 
29-8 and 24-7; and Waterford, 15:2 and 19:0. 

The deaths* from certain epidemic diseases} registered in the 19 town districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 0-5 per 1,000. Among the 157 deaths from all causes for Belfast 
are one from measles and 3 from diarrhceal diseases Included in the 24 deaths from all causcs for 
Cork is one from diphtheria. One of the 15 deaths from all causes for Jondonderry is from 
whooping-cough. One death from diphtheria is among the 8 deaths from all causes for Dundalk ; 
and included in the 5 deaths from all causes for Lisburn is one from diphtheria. 


DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 


In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 195—102 boys 
and 93 girls—and the deaths to 179—77 males and 102 females. 

The deaths registered, omitting the deaths (numbering 14) of persons admitted into public institu- 
tions frcm localities outside the Area, represent an annual rate of mortality of 21-2 per 1,000 of the 
population. During the two weeks ending with Saturday last the death-rate averaged 22-3 and 
was 1:5 below the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years 1809-18. ‘The rate 


for all deaths registered during the two weeks was 24:2 and for the corresponding period of the 


preceding ten years 25-0. 

Of the 165 deaths appertaining to the Area 2 were from diarrhea and enteritis of children under 
2 years, and 6 from influenza. 

In the 3 preceding weeks deaths from diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years numbered 
2, 4, and one, and deaths from influenza 14, 9, and 10, respectively. 

Deaths attributed to pneumonia were 21 (comprising 13 from broncho-pneumonia, one from lobar 
pneumonia, and 7 from pneumonia, tyre not distinguished), as against 18, 24, and 22 in the thiee 
weeks preceding. 

Tuberculous disease caused 24 deaths (comprising 20 from pulmonary tuberculosis, 2 from 
tuberculous meningitis, and 2 from other forms of tuberculosis), as against 13, 22, and 27 in the three 
weeks preceding. 

Five deaths were caused by cancer, 15 by organic diseases of the heart, and 25 by bronchitis. 

Among deaths of infants under one year old, cne was due to convulsions, 7 to broncho-pneutronia, 
2 to diarrhoea and enteritis, 2 to congenital malformations, 3 to premature birth, and 5 to congenital 
debility. . 

There was one death caused by burns, and one death by suicide was also registered. 

Thirty-seven of the deaths registered during the week appertaining to the Area were those of 
children under 5 years of age, 31 being infants under one year, of whom 13 were under one month old, 
and 48 deaths were those of persons aged 65 and upwards, of whom 39 were 70 years of age cr over. 

Of the 165 deaths recorded, 63 occurred in hospitals and other public institutions.

INFECTIOUS DISEASES IN EDINBURGH. 


The Registrar-General has been favoured by A. Maxwell Williamson, M.D., B.sc., Medical Officer of Health 
for Edinburgh, with a copy of his Return of Infectious Diseases notified during the week ended 11th January. 
From this Report it appears that of 45 cases notified, 15 were scarlet fever, 12 pulmonary tuberculosis, 
4 other forms of tuberculosis, 10 diphtheria and 2 erysipelas. Among the 405 cases of infectious 
diseases in hospital at the close of the week were 159 of pulmonary tuberculosis, 95 of scarlet fever, 
69 of diphtheria, 34 of whooping-cough, 12 of influenza, 12 of measles, and 8 of erysipelas.

During the three weeks ending with Saturday last the death-rate averaged 22-2 and 
was 1-5 below the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years 1909-18. ‘The rate 
for all deaths registered during the three weeks was 24:2 and for the corresponding period of the 
preceding ten years 25-1. 

Of the 172 deaths appertaining to the Area one was from measles, 3 were from diarrhea and 
enteritis of children under 2 years, and 10 from influenza.

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NINETEEN TOWN DISTRICTS. 


The Births and Deaths* registered in the Dublin Registration Area and in the eighteen principal 
provincial Urban Districts of Ireland, with the annual rates per 1,000 of the population represented 
thereby, which, for the purposes of these Returns, is estimated at 1,142,268, are givenin Table II. The 
deaths from all causes appertaining to the undermentioned areas for last week and for the past four 
weeks, respectively, were equal to the following annual rates per 1,000 of the population :— 

Nineteen Town Districts, 20-8 and 20:9; Dublin Registration Area, 23-0 and 22-4; Dublin City, 
23-5 and 23-7; Belfast, 18-9 and 18-1; Cork, 21:8 and 19: 2; Londonderry, 29-3 and 26-4; Limerick, 
23-0 and 25-0; and Waterford, 13°3 and 25:2. 

The deaths* from certain epidemic diseases} registered in the 19 town districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 0-7 per 1,000. Among the 145 deaths from all causes for Belfast. 
are one from diphtheria and 2 from diarrhea and enteritis of children under 2 years, Included in 
the 32 deaths from all causes for Cork are one from scarlet fever and 2 from diarrhoea and enteritis 
of children under 2 years, and of the 23 deaths from all causes for Londonderry one is from typhus 
and one from whooping-cough. 


DUBLIN REGISTRATION © AREA. 


In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 197—104 boys 
and 93 girls—and the deaths to 193—-92 males and 101 females. 

The deaths registered, omitting the deaths (numbering 14) of persons admitted into public institu- 
tions from localities outside the Area, represent an annual rate of mortality of 23-0 per 1,000 of the 
population. During the four weeks ending with Saturday last the death-rate averaged 22-4 and 
was 1:4 below the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years 1909-18. ‘he rate 
for all deaths registered during the four weeks was 24:4 and for the corresponding period of the 
preceding ten years 25-2. 

Of the 179 deaths appertaining to the Area one was from scarlet fever, one from diphtheria, 
3 were from diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years, and 6 from infiuenza. 

In the 3 preceding weeks deaths from diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years numbered 
one, 2, and 3, and deaths from influenza 10, 6, and 10 respectively. There were no deaths from 
scarlet fever or diphtheria registered in the three preceding weeks. 

Deaths attributed to pneumonia were 15 (comprising 10 from broncho-pneumonia, one from lobar 
peumonia, and 4 from pneumonia, type not distinguished), as against 22, 21, and 10 in the three 
weeks preceding. 

Tuberculous disease caused 32 deaths (comprising 21 from pulmonary. tuberculosis, 4 from 
tuberculous meningitis, and 7 from other forms of tuberculosis), as against 27, 24, and 26 in the three 
weeks preceding. 

Ten deaths were caused by cancer, 14 by organic diseases of the heart, and 21 by bronchitis. 

Among deaths of infants under one year old, 4 were due tc convulsions, 6 to bronchitis, 4 to broncho- 
pneumonia, 2 to diarrhcea and enteritis, one to congenital malformation, 3 to premature birth, and 2 
to congenital debility. 

There were 5 deaths caused by accidental violer.ce, 3 of which were by burns, one of the latter 
being the death of a child aged 3 years. 

Fifty-one of the deaths registered during the week appertaining to the Area were those of 
children under 5 years of age, 31 being infants under one year, of whom I] were under one month old 
and 45 deaths were those of persons aged 65 and upwards, of whom 32 were 70 years of age or over. 

Of the. 179 deaths recorded, 70 occurred in hospitals and other public institutions.

‘The rate 
for all deaths registered during the five weeks was 24:5 and for the corresponding period of the 
preceding ten years 25-3.

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NINETEEN TOWN DISTRICTS, 


The Births and Deaths* registered in the Dublin Registration Area and in the eighteen principal 
provincial Urban ‘Districts of Ireland, with the annual rates. per 1,000 of the population represented 
thereby, which, for the purposes of these Returns, is estimated at 1,142,268, are givenin Table II. The 
deaths from all causes appertaining to the undermentioned areas for last week and for the past four 
weeks, respectively, were equal to the following annual rates per 1,000 of the population :— 

Nineteen Town Districts, 24-2 and 21-2; Dublin Registration Area, 25:0 and 23-4; Dublin City, 
27-4 and 25-2; Belfast, 21-8 and 18-2; Cork, 34°0 and 22:4; Londonderry, 17-8 and 21.9; Limerick, 
94-4 and 22°3; and Waterford, 20°9 and 27:1. 

The deaths* from certain epidemic diseasest registered in the 19 town districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 0-5 per 1,000. Among the 168 deaths from all causes for Belfast 
is one from each of enteric fever and diphtheria. One of the 50 deaths from all causes for Cork is 
from diptheria; of the 14 deaths from all causes for Londonderry one is from whooping-cough, 
and the 18 deaths recorded for Limerick include one caused by enteric fever. 


DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 


In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 196—11] boys 
‘and 85 girls—and the deaths to 208—99 males and 109 females. 

The deaths registered, omitting the deaths (numbering 14) of persons admitted into public institu- 
tions from localities outside the Area, represent an annual rate of mortality of 25-0 per 1,000 of the 
population. During the six weeks ending with Saturday last the death-rate averaged 23-1 and 
was 0°8 below the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten-years 1909-18. The rate 
for all deaths registered during the six weeks was 24:9 and for the corresponding period of the 
preceding ten years 25-4. a; . 

Of the 194 deaths appertaining to the Area 4 were from diarrheal diseases, and 5 from 
influenza. 

In the 3 preceding weeks deaths from diarrhoeal diseas: s numbered 3, 4, and 3, and deaths 


from influenza 10, 6, and 3, respectively. 

Deaths attributed to pneumonia were 24 (comprising 15 from broncho-pneumonia, and 9 from 
pneumonia, type not distinguished), as against 10, 15, and 18 in the three weeks preceding. 

Tuberculous disease caused 30 deaths (comprising 27 from pulmonary tuberculosis, and 3 
from other forms of tuberculosis), as against 26, 32, and 25 in the three weeks preceding, 

Eleven deaths were caused by cancer, 15 by organic diseases of the heart, and 34 by bronchitis. 

Among deaths of infants under one year old, 2 were due to convulsions, 4 to bronchitis, 6 to broncho- 
pneumonia, 3 to diarrhcea and enteritis, one to congenital malformation, 3 to premature birth, and 4 
to congenital debility. 

There were 2 deaths caused by accidental violerce, one of which was caused by burns. 

Forty of the deaths registered during the week appertaining to the Area were those of 
children under 5 years of age, 27 being infants under one year, of: whom 6 were under one month old 
and 63 deaths were those of persons aged 65 and upwards, of whom 47 were 70 years of age cr over. 

Of the 194 deaths recorded, 70 occurred in hospitals and other public institutions.

The average death rate for 16 principal towns of Scotland was 23-8 per 1,000 persons living, the rate 
for Glasgow being 20-9 and for Edinburgh 42:5. 


InFEcTIOUS DISEASES IN EDINBURGH. : 


The Registrar-General has been favoured by A. Maxwell Williamson, M.D., B.Sc., Medical Officer of Health 
for Edinburgh, with a copy of his Return of Infectious Diseases notified during the week ended 8th February. 
From this Report it appears that of 42 cases notified, 14 were scarlet fever, 13 diphtheria, 11 pulmonary 
tuberculosis, 2 other-forms, of tuberculosis and 2 erysipelas. Among the 445 cases, of infectious diseases in 
hospital at the close of the week were 143 of pulmonary tuberculosis, 80 of scarlet fever, 74 of influenza, 
62 of diphtheria, 37 of whooping-cough, 7 of measles, 5 of erysipelas, and 2 of cerebro-spinal fever.

The Births and Deaths* registered in the Dublin Registration Area and in the eighteen principal 
provincial Urban Districts of Ireland, with the annual rates per 1,000 of the population represented 
thereby, which, for the purposes of these Returns, is estimated at 1,142,268, are givenin Table IJ.. The 

deaths from all causes appertaining to the undermentioned areas for last week and for the past four 
_ weeks, respectively, were equal to the following annual rates per 1,000 of the population :— 

Nineteen Town Districts, 27-7 and 23-2; Dublin Registration Area, 33:3 and 26-2; Dublin City, 
36-4 and 28-2: Belfast, 22-8 and 20-0; Cork, 28-6 and 25:2; Londonderry, 24-2 and 23-5; Limerick, 
16-2 and 20°7; and Waterford, 26°6 and 22°3. 

The deaths* from certain epidemic diseases} registered in the 19 town districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 0-8 per 1,000. Among the 175 deaths from all causes for Belfast 
are 2 from diphtheria, one from diarrhcea and enteritis of a child under 2 years, and one from 
cerebro-spinal fever. Of the 14 deaths from all causes for Waterford one is from measles and one 
from diarrhoa and enteritis of a child under 2 years, and the 6 deaths recorded for Sligo include one 
caused by enteric fever and one by whooping-cough. 


DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 


In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 199—89 boys. 
and 110 girls—and the deaths to 283-149 males and 134 females. 

The deaths registered, omi(ting the deaths (numbering 24) of persons admitted into public institu- 
tions from localities outside the Area, represent an annual rate of mortality of 33-3 per 1,000 of the 
population. During the seven weeks ending with Saturday last the death-rate averaged 24-5 and 

| was 0-6 above the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years 1909-18. The rate 
for all deaths: registered during the seven weeks was 26°95 and for the corresponding period of the 
“preceding ten years 25:4. 

Of the 259 deaths appertaining to the Area there was one from mea ales, one from scarlet 
fever, there were 2 from whooping-cough, 6 from diarrheal diseases, and 21 from influenza. 

In the 3 preceding weeks deaths from measles numbered 0, one and 0; deaths from scarlet 
fever were one, 2, and 0; deaths from whooping-cough 0, one, end 0; diarrhoeal diseases 4. 3, 
and 4, and deaths from influenza 6, 3, and 5, respectively. 

Deaths attributed to pneumonia were 43 (comprising 16 from broncho-pneumonia, 3 from 
lobar pneumonia, and 24 from pneumonia, type not distinguished), as against 15, 18, and 24 in the 
three weeks preceding. 

Tuberculous disease caused 31 deaths (comprising 50 from pulmonary tuberculosis, and one 
from tuberculosis of kidney), as against 32, 25, and 30 in the three we eks preceding. 

Ten deaths were caused by cancer, $ by organic diseases of the heart, and 57 by bronchitis. 

7 Among deaths of infants under one year old, 3 were due to convulsions, 3 to bronchitis, 4 to brorcho- 
| pneumonia, 6 to diarrhoea and enteritis, one to congenital malformation, 9 to premature birth, and 4 
to congenital debility. 

There were 2 deaths by accidental violence, one of which was caused by burns. 

Fifty-four of the deaths registered during the week appertaining to the Area were those of 
children under 5 years of age, 37 being infants under one year, of whom 16 were under one month old 
and 67 deaths were those of persons aged 65 and upwards, of whom 55 were 70 years of age or over. 

Of the 259 deaths recorded, 112 occurred in hospitals and other public institutions.

NINETEEN TOWN DISTRICTS. 


The Births and Deaths* registered in the Dublin Registration Area and in the eighteen principal 
provincial Urban Districts of Ireland, with the annual rates per 1,000 of the population represented 
thereby, which, for the purposes of these Returns, is estimated at 1,142,268, are givenin Table II. The 
deaths from all causes appertaining to the undermentioned areas for last week and for the past four 
weeks, respectively, were equal to the following annual rates per 1,000 of the population :— 

Nineteen Town Districts, 42-9 and 32-6; Dublin Registration Area, 60-0 and 40-9; Dublin City, 
70:4 and 46-1; Belfast, 30-9 and 26-0; Cork, 59:8 and 40-4; Londonderry, 39-4 and 27-7; Limerick, 
31-1 and 28°4; and Waterford, 17:1 and 23°8. 

The deaths* from certain epidemic diseases} registered in the 19 town districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 0-9 per 1,000. Among the 238 deaths from all causes for Belfast 
are one from each of whooping-cough, diphtheria, and diarrhoea and enteritis of a child under 
2 years. Of the 31 deaths from all causes for Londonderry 4 are from whooping-cough. Included 
in the 9 deaths from all causes for Waterford are one from measles and one from diarrhoea and 
enteritis of a child undcr 2 years, and the 7 deaths recorded for Dundalk include 2 caused by 
diarrhosa and enteritis of children under 2 years. 


DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 


In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 192—109 boys 
and 83 girls—and the deaths to 504—-224-males and 280 females. 

The deaths registered, omitting the deaths (numbering 38) of persons admitted into public institu- 
tions from localities outside the Area, represent an annual rate of mortality of 60-0 per 1,000 of the 
population. During the nine weeks ending with Saturday last the death-rate averaged 30-8 and 
was 6-6 above the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years 1909-18. The rate 
for all deaths registered during the nine weeks was 33:2 and for the corresponding period of the 
preceding ten years 25-6. 

Of the 466 deaths appertaining to the Area there were 2 from measles, one from whooping- 
cough and 4 from diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years. 

There were 153 deaths from influenza, being equivalent to an annual rate of 19-7 per 1,000 of the 
population, and of these 142 belonged to the City, affording a rate of 23-8 per 1,000 of the popula- 
tion, the latter including 66 (or 21-1 per 1,060) assigned to North City Districts and 76 (or 26-8 per 
1,000) to South City Districts. Eleven deaths from influenza (or 6-1 per 1,000 of the population) 
were referred to the urban districts (see Table IV., col. 2»). In the three preceding weeks deaths from 
this cause for the Registration Area numbered 5, 21, and 88 respectively. 

Deaths attributed “to pneumonia were 83 (comprising 38 from broncho-pneumonia, 3 from 
lobar pneumonia, and 42 from pneumonia, type not distinguished), as against 24, 43, and 50 in the 
three weeks preceding. 

Tuberculous disease caused 32 deaths (comprising 21 from pulmonary tuberculosis, one from 
tuberculous meningitis, ard 10 from other forms of tuberculosis disease), as against 30, 31, and 29 in 
the three weeks preceding. 

Eight deaths were caused by cancer, 21 by organic diseases of the heart, and 70 by bronchitis. 

Among deaths of infants under one year old, 11 were due to influenza, 4 to convulsions, 7 
bronchitis, 18 to broncho-pneumonia, 4 to diarrhoea and enteritis, 9 to premature birth, and 5 
congenital debility. 

There was one death of a child aged 54 years from burns. 

One hundred and eleven of the deaths registered during the week appertaining to the Area were. 
those of children under 5 years of age, 66 being infants under one year, of whom 16 were under one 
month old and 89 deaths were those of persons aged 65 and. upwards, of whom 66 were 70 years of 
age or over. 

Of the 466 deaths recorded, 155 occurred in hospitals and other public institutions.

INFECTIOUS DISEASES IN EDINBURGH, 


The Registrar-General has been favoured by A. Maxwell Williamson, M.D., B.SC., Medical Officer of Hea!th 
for Edinburgh, with a copy of his Return of Infectious Diseases notified during the week ended Ist March. 
From this Report it appears that of 53 cases notified, 19 were diphtheria, 15 pulmonary tuberculosis, 
11 other forms of tuberculosis, 5 scarlet fever, 2 puerperal fever and one erysipelas. Among the 467 cases 
of infectious diseases in hospital at the close of the week were 141 of pulmonary tuberculosis, 103 of 
influenza, 79 of scarlet fever, 47 of diphtheria, 36 of whooping-cough, 7 of measles, 3 of erysipelas, 2 of 
cerebro-spinal fever, and one of enteric fever.

NINETEEN TOWN DISTRICTS. 


The Births and Deaths* registered in the Dublin Registration Area and in the eighteen principal 
provincial Urban Districts of Ireland, with the annual rates per 1,000 of the population represented 
thereby, which, for the purposes of these Returns, is estimated at 1,142,268, are givenin Table II. The 
deaths from all causes appertaining to the undermentioned areas for last week and for the past four 
weeks, respectively, were equal to the following annual rates per 1,000 of the population :— 

Nineteen Town Districts, 40-4 and 41-1; Dublin Registration Area, 47-8 and 54-0; Dublin City, 
49-5 and 58-8; Belfast, 33-9 and 30-9; Cork, 51-0 and 54-1; Londonderry, 43-2 and 35-0; Limerick, 
36-6 and 35:0; and Waterford, 28°5 and 27°6. 

The deaths* from certain epidemic diseases} registered in the 19 town districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 0-9 per 1,000. Among the 261 deaths from all causes for Belfast 
are one from each of diphtheria and dysentery, and there were 2 deaths from diarrhoea and 
enteritis of children under 2 years. The 75 deaths from all causes for Cork include one from typhus. 
The 34 deaths from all causes for Londonderry include one from typhus and 6 from whooping- 
cough ; and one of the 15 deaths from all causes for Waterford is from measles. 


DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 


In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 189—100 boys 
and 89 girls—and the deaths to 393—-188 males and 205 females. 

The deaths registered, omitting the deaths (numbering 22) of persons admitted into public institu- 
tions from localities outside the Area, represent an annual rate of mortality of 47-8 per 1,000 of the 
population. . During the eleven weeks ending with Saturday last the death-rate averaged 35-2 and 
was 10-9 above the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years 1909-18. The rate 
for all deaths registered during the eleven weeks was 37°9 and for the corresponding period of the 
preceding ten years 25-7. 

Of the 371 deaths appertaining to the Area there were 2 from measles, 3 from scarlet fever, 
one from diphtheria and one from diarrhoea and enteritis of a child under 2 years. 

There were 104 deaths from influenza, being equivalent to an annual rate of 13-4 per 1,000 of the 
population, and of these 81 belonged to the City, affording a rate of 13-6 per 1,000 of the popula- 
tion, the latter including 48 (or 15-4 per 1,000) assigned to North City Districts and 33 (or 11-7 per 
1,000) to South City Districts. Twenty-three deaths from influenza (or 12-7 per 1,000 of the population) 
were referred to the urban districts (see Table IV., col. 29). In the three preceding weeks deaths from 
this cause for the Registration Area numbered 88, 153, and 148 respectively. 

Deaths attributed to pneumonia were 60 (comprising 32 from broncho-pneumonia, 5 from 
lobar pneumonia, and 23 from pneumonia, type not distinguished), as against 50, 83, and 89 in the 
three weeks preceding. 

Tuberculous disease caused 36 deaths (comprising 29 from pulmonary tuberculosis, 4 from 
tuberculous meningitis, ard 3 from other forms of tuberculous disease), as against 29, 82, and 37 in 
the three weeks preceding. 

Eight deaths were caused by cancer, 21 by organic diseases of the heart, and 55 by bronchitis. 

Among deaths of infants under one year old, 6 were due to influenza, 7 tc convulsions, 6 to 
bronchitis, 11 to pneumonia, one to diarrhoea and enteritis, 5 to premature birth, and 3 to 
congenital debility. 

There were 2 accidental deaths, one being that of a child aged 3 years caused by burns and 
there was one homicidal death. 

Ninety-three of the deaths registered during the week appertaining to the Area were those of 
children under 5 years of age, 44 being infants under one year, of whom 10 were under one month 
old and 79 deaths were those of persons aged 65 and upwards, of whom. 55 were 70 years of age 
or over. 

Of the 371 deaths recorded, 117 occurred in hospitals and other public institutions.

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ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND, 


The mortality among civilians for the week ended 15th March, in 96 large English towns (including 
London, in which the rate was 21-4 was equal to an average annual death rate of 26-4 per 1,000 of the 
estimated civil population. 

The average death rate for 16 principal towns of Scotland was 28-1 per 1,000 persons living, the rate 
for Glasgow being 32-7 and for Edinburgh 23-6. 


INFECTIOUS DISEASES IN EDINBURGH. 


The Registrar-General has been favoured-by A. Maxwell Williamson, M.D., B.sc., Medical Officer of Health 
for Edinburgh, with a copy of his Return of Infectious Diseases notified during the week ended 15th March. 
From this Report it appears that of 43 cases notified, 18 were scarlet fever, 12 diphtheria 7 pulmonary 
tuberculosis, 4 other forms of tuberculosis, and 2  erysipelas. Among the 442 cases of infectious 
diseases in hospital at the close of the week were 139 of pulmonary tuberculosis, 87 of scarlet fever, 
66 of influenza, 57 of diphtheria, 31 of whooping-cough, 18 of measles, 2 of erysipelas, and one of 
enteric fever.

‘The rate 
for all deaths registered during the tw lve weeks was 38°0 and for the corresponding period of the 
preceding ten years 25-8. 

Of the 288 deaths appertaining to the Area there were 6 from measles, one from diphtheria, 
and 5 from diarrhoea and enteritis of children und:r 2 years.

Seven deaths were caused by cancer, 13 by organic diseases of the heart, and 50 by bronchitis. 

Among deaths of infants under one year old, 7 were due to influenza, 2 to convulsions, 6 to 
bronchitis, 9 to pneumonia, 5 to diarrhoea and enteritis, 4 to premature birth, and one to 
congenital debility. 

Sixty-four of the deaths registered during the week appertaining to the Area were those of 
children under 5 years of age, 36 being infants under one year, of whom 7 were under one month 
old and 64 deaths were those of persons aged 65 and upwards, of whom 42 were 70 years of age 
or over. 

Of the 288 deaths recorded, 98 occurred in hospitals and other public institutions.

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NINETEEN TOWN DISTRICTS. 


The Births and Deaths* registered in the Dublin Registration Area and in the eighteen principal 
provincial Urban Districts of Ireland, with the annual rates per 1,000 of the population represented 
thereby, which, for the purposes of these Returns, is estimated at 1,142,268, are givenin Table II. The 
deaths from all causes appertaining to the undermentioned areas for last week and for the past four 
weeks, respectively, were equal to the following annual rates per 1,000 of the population :— 

Nineteen Town Districts, 31-0 and 37-6; Dublin Registration Area, 31-5 and 44-8; Dublin City, 
33-1 and 46:6; Belfast, 26-9 and 30-5; Cork, 38-1 and 46-6; Londonderry, 56-0 and 45-5; Limerick, 
29-8 and 32°2; and Waterford, 20°9 and 25:7, 

The deaths* from certain epidemic diseases} registered in the 19 town districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 1-2 per 1,000. Among the 207 deaths from all causes for Belfast 
are one from diphtheria, 3 from diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years, and one from 
cerebro-spinal meningitis. The 44 deaths from all causes for Londonderry include 11 from whooping- 
cough. Included in the 9 deaths from all causes for Dundalk is one from diphtheria ; and 2 of the 4 
deaths from all causes for Kilkenny are from whooping-cough. j 


DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 


In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 192—94 boys 
and 98 girls—and the deaths to 265—144 males and 121 females. 

The deaths registered, omitting the deaths (numbering 20) of persons admitted into public institu- 
tions from localities outside the Area, represent an annual rate of mortality of 31-5 per 1,000 of the 
population. During the thirteen weeks ending with Saturday last the death-rate averaged 35-1 and 
was 10-8 above the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years 1909-18. The rate 
for all deaths registered during the thirteen weeks was 37-7 and for the corresponding period of the 
preceding ten years 25:8. | 

Of the 245 deaths appertaining to the Area there were 3 from measles, one from whooping- 
cough, one from diphtheria, one from malaria, and 3 from diarrhea and enteritis of children under 
2 years. } 

é There were 34 deaths from influenza, being equivalent to an annual rate of 4-4 per 1,000 of the 
population, and of these 29 belonged to the City, affording a rate of 4-9 per 1,000 of the popula- 
tion, the latter including 18 (or 5-8 per 1,000) assigned to North City Districts and 11 (or 3-9 per 
1,000) to South City Districts. Five deaths from influenza (or 2-8 per 1,000 of the population) 
were referred to the urban districts (see Table IV., col. 29). In the three preceding weeks deaths from 
this cause for the Registration Area numbered 148, 104 and 77 respectively. j 

Deaths attributed to pneumonia were 37 (comprising 25 from broncho-pneumonia, one from 
lobar pneumonia, and 11 from pneumonia, tyre not distinguished), as against 89, 60, and 45 in the 
three weeks preceding. 

Tuberculous disease caused 28 deaths (comprising 21 from pulmonary tuberculosis, 4 from tuber- 
culous meningitis, and 3 from other forms of tuberculous disease), as against 37, 36, and 27 in the 
three weeks preceding. . 

Three deaths was caused by cancer, 20 by organic diseases of the heart, and 48 by bronchitis. 

Among deaths of infants under one: year old, one was due to influenza, 3 to tuberculous disease, 
2 to convulsions, 11 to bronchitis, 5 to broncho-pneumonia, 3 to diarrhcea and enteritis, one to 
congenital malformation, one to premature birth, and 3 to congenital debility. 

Of the 3 deaths attributed to vio'ence 2 were from burns and one was by poison (corrosive 
sublimate). 

Sixty-two of the deaths registered during the week appertaining to the Area were those of 
children under 5 years of age, 37 being infants under one year, of whom 8 were under one month 
old and 59 deaths were those of persons aged 65 and upwards, of whom 44 were 70 years of ace 
cr over. 

Of the 245 deaths recorded, 90 occurred in hospitals and other public institutions

The mortality among civilians for the week ended 29th March, in 96 large English towns (including 
London, in which the rate was 17-6 was equal to an average annual death rate of 19-3 per 1,000 of the 
estimated civil population. a} 

The average death rate for 16 principal towns of Scotland was 20+5 per 1,000 persons living, the rate 
for Glasgow being 22-8 and for Edinburgh 15:3. 


InFEcTIOUS Di1sEASES IN EDINBURGH. 


The Registrar-General has been favoured by A, Maxwell Williamson, M.D., B.SC., Medical Officer of Health 
for Edinburgh, with a copy of his Return of Infectious Diseases notified during the week ended 29th March. 
From this Report it appears that of 56 cases notified, 21 were scarlet fever, 17 pulmonary tuberculosis, 
4 other forms of tuberculosis, 11 diphtheria, 2 cerebro-spinal fever, and one enteric fever. Among the 428 
cases of infectious diseases in hospital at the close of the week were 139 of pulmonary tuberculosis, 105 
of scarlet fever, 64 of diphtheria, 42 of influenza, 27 of whooping-cough, 15 of measles, 3 of erysipelas, 
3 of enteric fever, and 2 of ccrebro-spinal fever.

DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA.—Brirtus.—In the Dublin Registration Area, which consists 
of the city of Dublin, and the urban districts of Rathmines and Rathgar, Pembroke, Blackrock, and 
Kingstown, there were registered’ during the ‘thirteen weeks ended on Saturday, 29th March, 1919, 
2,476 births—1,275 boys and 1,201 girls—being equal to’ an annual rate of 24-5 in every 1,000 of the 
population. it . 


The number of births recorded for the city was 2,030, equivalent to an annual rate of 26-2 in every 
1,000 of the population ; and for the urban districts named above, 446, equal to an annual rate of 18-9 
in every 1,000 of the population. | 


_. During the same period the births in London were equivalent to an annual rate of 15-5 per 1,000 
of the population ; in Glasgow the birth-rate was 19-7 per 1,000, and in Edinburgh 13-9 per 1,000. 


Deatus.—Omitting the deaths (267) referred to localities outside the Dublin Registration Area, 
the deaths for the Area, numbering 3,544, were equivalent to an annual rate of 35-0 per 1,000 of the 
estimated population, the average rate for the corresponding period of the previous 10 years being 
24-3, The total number of deaths registered in the Dublin Registration Area during the quarter was 
3,811—1,813 males and 1,998 females—affording an annual ratio of 37-6 in every 1,000 of the estimated 
population, as compared with 25-7 per 1,000 for the first quarter of the ten years, 1909-1918. ~ 


The number of deaths of inhabitants* of the North City districts registered last quarter was | ,495, 
representing an annual mortality of 36-7 in every 1,000 of the population ; and the number in the 
South City districts was 1,428, equivalent to a'rate of 38-7 per 1,000... For the urban districts the 
number of deaths registered was 621, being equal to an annual death-rate of 26-3 in every 1,000. 


The deaths among civilians in London during the same period were equivalent to an annual rate of 
mortality of 21-2 in every 1,000 of the civil population ; in Glasgow the death-rate was 26-7 per 
1,000 of the total population, and in Edinburgh the annual rate was 28-6 per 1,000.

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CAUSES OF DEATH IN DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 


The number of deaths from the principal epidemic diseases* registered in the Dublin Registration 
- Area during last quarter was 86, being equal to an annual rate of 0-85 per 1,000 of the population. 


Enreric Frver.—Only 2 deaths from this cause were registered during the 13 weeks ended 29th 
March last, as compared with an average of 9 for the first quarter of the five years preceding. 


Of 28 cases under treatment in Dublin hospitals during the period, 19 were discharged, 2 died, and 
7 remained under treatment at the close of the quarter. Both deaths were those of persons admitted 
from localities outside the Registration Area. 


Typuus.—There were no deaths from this cause. 
SmaLL-pox.—No case of small-pox was reported. 


Mrasves.—Nineteen fatal cases of this disease were recorded, being 35 under the average (54) for 
the corresponding quarter of the 5 years, 1914-18. Of the 19 deaths, 11 appertained to North City 
districts, 5 to South City districts, one to Rathmines and Rathgar urban district, and 2 to Pembroke. 


The cases of this disease under treatment in Dublin hospitals numbered 96, and of these 75 were 
discharged, 3 died, and 18 remained under treatment at the end of the quarter. 


ScarLer Frever.—To this cause 8 deaths were attributed, being one above the average (7) for 
the first quarter of the five years preceding. Four of the deaths related to North City districts, 3 to 
South City districts, and one was that of a person admitted to an institution from a locality outside the 
Area. Of 174 cases of scarlet fever under treatment in Dublin hospitals during the quarter, 124 were 
discharged, 6 died, and 44+ cases remained under treatment at the close of the quarter, 


WxooPINnG-couGH.—Deaths from whooping-cough numbered 9, as against an average of 46 for the 
first quarter of the five years preceding. 


DipHTHERIA.—Only 5 deaths'from this disease were recorded during the quarter, being 9 under the 
average (14) for the first quarter of the five preceding years. 


Forty-eight cases of diphtheria were treated in Dublin hospitals, 31 of these having been discharged, 
5 died, leaving 12 cases under treatment in hospitals at the end of the period. 


Drarru@aL Diseases.—Included under this heading are 40 deaths from diarrhoea and enteritis 
of children under 2 years of age, a number which is'14 under the average (54) for the corresponding 
quarter of the 5 years, 1914-18. 


INFLUENZA.—Deaths ascribed to influenza amounted to 731 (representing an annual rate of 7-2 
per 1,000 of the population), as compared with 24 in the second quarter of 1918, 252 in the third, and 
1,210, in the fourth quarter and an average of 45 for the first quarter of the five years, 1914-18. 


Of the 731 deaths, 665 (or 6-6 per 1,000 of the population) appertained to residents of the Registrar 
tion Area, 558 (or 7:2 per 1,000) belonging to the City, 63 (or 6-4 per 1,000) to Rathmines and Rathgar 
urban district, 28 (or 3-8 per 1,000) to Pembroke, 7 (or 3-1 per 1,000) to Blackrock, 9 (or 2-2 per 1,000) 
to Kingstown, and there were 66 deaths of persons admitted to public institutions from localities out- 
side the Area. (See Table III., col. 29). 


For the districts comprising the Registration Area the rate per 1,000 of the population varied from 
9-0 per 1,000 for North City No. 1 West, 8-3 per 1,000 for South City No. 2, and 8-1 per 1,000 for South 
City No. 3 to 2-2 per 1,000 for Kingstown, 2-9 per 1,000 for Clontarf and Howth No. 1, part of, and 2-9 
per 1,000 for Finglas and Glasnevin, part of. 


Of the 731 deaths, 95 (or 13-0 per cent.) were those of children under 5 years of age, 41 (or 5-6 
per cent.) were between 5 and 15 years, 104 (or 14-2 per cent.) were between 15 and 25 years, 161 (or 
22-0 per cent.) were deaths of persons 25 and under 35 years of age, 114 (or 15-6 per cent.) were 
between 35 and 45 years, 87 (or 11-9 per cent.) were between 45 and 55 years and 129 (or 17-7 per 
cent.) were deaths of persons 55 years of age and upwards. (See remarks under “ Pneumonia ws . 


CEREBRO-SPINAL FEvER.—Deaths from this cause numbered 2, as compared with one, 3 and 3, 
respectively, in the three preceding quarters. ; 
TUBERCULOSIS.—The number of deaths from all forms of tuberculous disease registered during the 
quarter was 410, being equivalent to an annual rate of 4-05 per 1,000 of the population. This number 
is 10 above the average (400) for the first quarter of the five years preceding. The 410 deaths include 


325 from pulmonary tuberculosis, 29 from tuberculous meningitis, 17 from abdominal tuberculosis 
and 39 from. all other forms of tuberculosis. 


Of these deaths, 330 (affording an annual rate of 4-25 per 1,000) were those of Dublin City residents 
—168 (or 4°13 per 1,000) belonging to North City districts, 162 (or 4°39 per 1,000) to South City—27 
(or 2-74 per 1,000) appertained to the urban district of Rathmines and Rathgar, 11 (or 1-49 per 1,000) 
to Pembroke, 6 (or 2-67 per 1,000) to Blackrock, and 10 (or 2-41 per 1,000) to Kingstown,

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YancER.—To this heading 141 deaths (equivalent to an annual rate of 1-39 per 1,000 of the popula- 
tion) were assigned, as compared with 138, 126 and 130 in the three preceding quarters, and an average 
of 120 for the first quarter of the five years, 1914-18. if 


PneumoniA.—Deaths from all forms of pneumonia numbered 552 (equivalent to an annual rate 
of 5-45 per 1,000), and include 273 deaths registered as from broncho-pneumonia, 40 as from lobar 
pneumonia, and 239 as from pneumonia (type not distinguished). It must be borne in mind that these 
are cases in which the cause of death was not stated to be in connection with influenza. 


In the three preceding quarters deaths from pneumonia in its various forms numbered 159, 195 
and 604, respectively. the average for the first quarter of the five years, 1914-18, being 231, 


Of the 552 deaths registered as from pneumonia, 233 (or 42-2 per cent.) were those of children 
under 5 years of age, 25 (or 4-5 per cent.) were between 5 and 15 years, 36 (or 6-5 per cent.) were between 
15 and 25 years, 78 (or 14-2 per cent.) were between 25 and 35 years, 52 (or 9-4 per cent.) were between 
35 and 45 years, 38 (or 6-9 per cent.) were between. 45 and 55 years, and 90 (or 16-3 per cent.) were those 
of persons aged 55 years and upwards. (See remarks under “ Influenza ”’). 


There were 537 cases treated in Dublin hospitals during the quarter, and of these 292 were discharged, 
144 died, and 101 remained under treatment at its close. 


DISEASES OF THE BRAIN AND Nervous System.—Under this heading 290 deaths, representing an 
annual rate of 2:86 per 1,000 of the population, were returned, as compared with an average of 259 
for the first quarter of the five years, 1914-18. The 290 deaths include 2 from cerebro-spinal fever and 
51 from convulsions, all of the latter being those of children under 5 years of age. 


DISEASES OF THE CIRCULATORY SysTEM.—The deaths attributed to these causes numbered 270, 
affording an annual rate of 2-67 per 1,000 of the population. The 270 deaths, which include 231 from 
organic diseases of the heart, are 20 above the average (250) for the corresponding quarter of the five 
years preceding. é 

Broncuarris.—Deaths from bronchitis, which numbered 215 in the second quarter of the year 
1918, 141 in the third; and 283 in the fourth, rose to 598 in the quarter under review, the latter (equi- 
valent to an annual rate of 5-91 per 1,000) being 202 above the average (396) for the first quarter of the 
five years, 1914-18. 

ConGENITAL Conpitions.—To congenital malformations 11 deaths were ascribed ; to premature 
birth 68 ; and to congenital debility, 56 deaths. . 


VioLeNcE.—Among the deaths under this heading, which includes accidental as well as homicidal 
and suicidal cases, 11 (2 being those of children under 5 years of age) were caused by burns and scalds, 
2 by poison (one by corrosive sublimate and one by gas), 2 by drowning, and 2 by vehicles. 


One case of homicide and two cases of suicide were recorded.

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Acrs.—Of the 3,811 persons whose deaths were registered in the Dublin Registration Area during 
the quarter, 812 were under 5 years of age, including 504 infants under one year of age, the latter repre- 
senting a rate of 204 per 1,000 births registered. The number of deaths of children under 5 years of 
age is equal to an annual mortality of 79:4 in every 1,000 children at that age (according to the Census 
of 1911), the deaths of persons between the ages of 5 and 15 representing an annual rate of 8-8 per 
1,000 persons at that age-period ; those between the ages of 15 and 25 were equivalent to an annual 
rate of 13-4 per 1,000, the total number under 25 years being equal to an annual mortality of 25-7 per 
1,000 of the population at that age-period (according to the Census of 1911) ; for those between 25 and 
45 the rate was 24-3; for those between 45 and 65 it was 61-6 ; among persons between 65 and 75 the 
rate was 123-5; and among those aged 75 and upwards the average annual death rate was 279-0 per 
1,000.

WeaTHER.—The mean temperature for thirteen weeks, deducted from the mean weekly tem. 
perature as returned from the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, was 38:7°. At Greenwich it was 
38-6°: at Glasgow it was 36-5°; and at Edinburgh, 36-0°. 


The rainfall at Dublin during the thirteen weeks measured 6-89 inches ; at Greenwich it was 7-87 
inches ; at Glasgow, 8°11 inches; and at Edinburgh, 5:40 inches. | 


NINETEEN PRINCIPAL TOWN DISTRICTS OF IRELAND. 


As shown in Table II., the annual death-rate represented by the deaths from all causes registered 
during last quarter in the Dublin Registration Area and eighteen of the principal urban districts of 
Ireland (exclusive of deaths in public institutions of persons admitted from without the districts), was 
29-5 per 1,000 of the population, the respective rates for the several districts being as follows, ranging 
in order from the lowest to the highest :—Clonmel, 20°8 ; Ballymena, 22-5 ; Dundalk, 23-8 ; Wexford, 
23°9; Belfast, 24-1; Tralee, 24-5; Waterford, 25-1; Lurgan, 25-2; Newry, 27:1; Limerick, 27-7 ; 
Kilkenny, 28°5; Lisburn, 30-7; Sligo, 31-5; Londonderry, 32-3; Portadown, 32-7; Drogheda, 
33-3; Galway, 33+5; Cork, 33-8; and Dublin Registration Area, 35-0. 


The annual rate represented by the deaths from the principal epidemic diseases* in the 19 districts 
is 0-7 per 1,000 of the population, the rates varying from 0-0 in four of the districts to 4:1 in 
Londonderry, the 331 deaths from all causes for that district including 3 from typhus and 39 from 
whooping-cough, 


Enteric FryEr.—Of 7 deaths from enteric fever, 3 appertained to Limerick and one death each 
to Belfast, Ballymena, Sligo and Tralee. 

Typxus.—Three deaths from this disease were recorded for Londonderry, and one for Cork. 

SMALL-pox.—No case of this disease was reported. 

Mras_es.—There were 3 deaths each in Belfast and Waterford and one in Cork. 

ScaRLET FrvyER.—The only death recorded was one for Cork county borough. 


_ Wxoopinc-coveu.—Of 52 deaths appertaining to these districts, 39 were registered in Londonderry, 
4 in Sligo, and 3 each in Belfast, Cork and Kilkenny. 


DireaTHERIA.—The 18 deaths from this cause include 1] recorded for Belfast, 3 for Cork, 2 for 
Dundalk, and one death each for Lisburn and Wexford.

NINETEEN TOWN DISTRICTS. 


The Births and Deaths* registered in the Dublin Registration Area and in the eighteen principal 
provincial Urban Districts of Ireland, with the annuai rates per 1,000 of the population represented 
thereby, which, for the purposes of these Returns, is estimated at 1,142,268, are givenin Table I]. The 
deaths from all causes appertaining to the undermentioned areas for last week and for the past four 
weeks, respectively, were equal to the following annual rates per 1,000 of the population :— 

Nineteen Town Districts, 28-2 and 33-3; “Dublin Registration Area, 32-6 and 37-3; Dublin City, 
34-1 and 38-9; Belfast. 21-8 and 28-4; Cork, 24:5 and 36-2 yi Londonderry, 42-0 and 49-0); Limerick, 
17-6 and 27° ri and Waterford, 36°1 and Br kl. 

The deaths* from certain epidemic diseasest registered in the 19 town districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 0-9 per 1,000. The 33 deaths from all causes for Londonderry 
include 6 from whooping-cough. Included in the 19 deaths from all causes for Waterford is one from 


measles ; and 3 of the 8 deaths from all causes for Kilkenny are from whooping-cough. . 


DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 


In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 217—113 boys 
and 104 girls—and the deaths to 271121 males “and 150 females. 

The deaths registered, omitting the deaths (numbering 18) of persons admitted into public institu- 
tions from iocalities outside the Area, represent an annual rate of mortality of 32-6 per 1,000 of the 
population. During the fourteen weeks ending with Saturday last the death-rate averaged 34-9 and 
was 10-5 above the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years 1909-18. The rate 
for all deaths registered during the fourteen weeks was 37°5 and for the corresponding period of the 
preceding ten years 25-8. 

Of the 253 deaths appertaining to the Area one was from measles, one from . whooping 
cough, one from diphtheria, and 4.were from diarrho@a and enteritis of children under 2 years, 

There were 41 deaths from influenza, being equivalent to an annual rate of 5-3 per 1,000 of the 
population, and of these 32 i 9 to the City, affording a rate of 5-4 per 1,000 of the popula- 
tion, the latter including 19 (or 6-1 per 1,000) assigned to North City Districts and 13 (or 4-6 per 
1,000) to South City Districts. | Nine deaths from influenza (or 5-0 per 1,000 of the population) 
were referred to the urban districts (see Table IV., col. 29). In the three preceding weeks deaths from 
this cause for the Registration Area numbered 104, 77 and 34 respectively. 

Deaths attributed. to pneumonia were 34 (comprising 14 from broncho-pneumonia, 3 from 
lobar pneumonia, and 17 from pneumonia, type not distinguished), as against 60, 45, and 37 in the 
three weeks preceding. 

Tuberculous disease caused 41 deaths (comprising 27 from pulmonary tuberculosis, 3 from tuber- 
culous meningitis, and 11 from other forms of tubeiculous disease), as against 36, 27, and 28 in;the 
three weeks preceding. pp. 

Seven deaths were caused by cancer, 14 by organic diseases of the heart, and 41 by bronchitis. 

Among deaths of infants under one year old, 2 were due to influenza, one to abdominal tuberculosis. 
3 te convulsions, $ to bronchitis, 8 to pneumonia, 4 to diarrhoea and enteritis, one to congenital 
malformation, 6 to premature birth, and 3 to congenital debility. 

The 4 deaths attributed to violence were from burns, 3 being those of children under 5 years 
of age. 

“Fifty -nine of the deaths registered ,during the week appertaining to the Area were those of 
children under 5 years of age, 41 being infants under one year, of whom 8 were under one month 
old and 52 deaths were those of persons aged 65 and upwards, of whom 38 were 70 year ofjage 
or over. . 

Of the 253 deaths recorded, 92 occurred in hospitals and other public institutions.

ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 


The mortality among civilians for the week ended 5th April, in 96 large English towns (including 
London, in which the rate was 17-1 was equal to an average annual death rate of 17-9 per 1,000 of the 
estimated civil population. 

The average death rate for 16 principal towns of Scotland was 18-5 per 1,000 persons living, the rate 
for Glasgow being 19-5 and for Edinburgh 16-7. 


INFECTIOUS DISEASES IN EDINBURGH. 


The Registrar-General has been favoured by A. Maxwell Williamson, M.D., B.sc., Medical Officer of Health 
for Edinburgh, with a copy of his Return of Infectious Diseases notified during the week ended 5th April. 
From this Report it appears that of 41 cases notified, 15 were scarlet fever, 12 pulmonary tuberculosis, 
3 other forms of tuberculosis, 6 erysipelas, and 5 diphtheria. | Among the 432 cases of infectious diseases 
in hospital at the close of the week were 143 of pulmonary tuberculosis, 105 of scarlet fever, 60 of 
diphtheria, 37 of influenza, 32 of whooping-cough, 20 of measles, 4 of erysipelas, 3 of enteric fever, and 
2 of cerebro-spinal fever.

NINETEEN TOWN DISTRICTS. 


The Births and Deaths* registered in the Dublin Registration Area and in the eighteen principal 
provincial Urban Districts of Ireland, with the annual rates per 1,000 of the population represented 
thereby, which, for the purposes of these Returns, is estimated at 1,142,268, are givenin Table II. The 
deaths from all causes appertaining to the undermentioned areas for last week and for the past four 
weeks, respectively, were equal to the following annual rates per 1,000 of the population :— 

Nineteen Town Districts, 24-2 and 29-3; -Dublin Registration Area, 25-2 and 31-6; Dublin City, 
25-4 and 32-8; Belfast, 23-9 and 25-9; Cork, 23:1 and 29-3; Londonderry, 36-9 and 47-4; Limerick, 
20-3 and 23:4; and Waterford, 24°7 and 25:2. ‘ 

The deaths* from certain epidemic diseases} registered in the 19 town districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 0-5 per 1,000. The 29 deaths from all causes for Londonderry 
include 2 from whooping-cough. Included in the 13 deaths from all causes for Waterford is one from 
measles ; and one of the 5 deaths from all causes for Kilkenny is from whooping-cough. 


DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 


In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 190—100 boys 
and 90 girls—and the deaths to 219—96 males and 123 females. 

The deaths registered, omitting the deaths (numbering 23) of persons admitted into public institu- 
tions from iocalities outside the Area, represent an annual rate of mortality of 25-2 per 1,000 of the 
population. During the fifteen weeks ending with Saturday last the death-rate averaged 34-3 and 
was 9:9 above the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years, 1909-18. ‘The rate 
for all deaths registered during the fifteen weeks was 3:°9 and for the corresponding period of the 
preceding ten years 25°8. 

Of the 196 deaths appertaining to the Area 2 were from scarlet fever, 2 from whooping- 
cough, and 2 were from diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years. 

There were 23 deaths from influenza, being equivalent to an annual rate of 3-0 per 1,000 of the 
population, and of these 16 belonged. to the City, affording a rate of 2-7 per 1,000 of the popula- 
tion, the latter including 8 (or 2-6 per 1,000) assigned to North City Districts and 8 (or 2-8 per 
1,000) to South City Districts. Seven deaths from influenza (or 3-9 per 1,000 of the population) 
were referred to the urban districts (see Table IV., col. 29). In the three preceding weeks deaths from 
this cause for the Registration Area numbered 77, 34 and 41 respectively. 

Deaths attributed to pneumonia were 24 (comprising 10 from broncho-pneumonia, 4 from 
lobar pneumonia, and 10 from pneumonia, type not distinguished), as against 45, 37, and 34 in the 
three weeks preceding. 

Tuberculous disease caused 23 deaths (comprising 18 from puimonary tuberculosis, one from 
abdominal tuberculosis, and 4 from other forms of tuberculous disease), as against 27, 28, and 41 
in the three weeks preceding. 

Nine deaths were caused by cancer, 19 by organic diseases of the heart, and 35 by bronchitis. 

Among deaths of infants under one year old, 2 were due to whooping-cough, one to influenza, 2 
to convulsions, 7 to bronchitis, 5 to pneumonia, 2 to diarrhcea and enteritis, one to congenita! 
malformation, 6 to premature birth, and one to congenital debility. 

There was one death by accident, and one death by suicide was also registered. 

Forty-one of the deaths registered during the week appertaining to the Area were those of 
children under 5 years of age, 29 being infants under one year, of whom 9 were under one month 
old, and 46 deaths were those of persons aged 65 and upwards, of whom 84 were 70 years of age 
orover. . ; 

Of the 196 deaths recorded, 74 occurred in hospitals and other public institutions.

Among the 431 cases of infectious 
diseases in hospital at the close of the week were 142 of pulmonary tuberculosis, 116 of scarlet fever,

The Births and Deaths* registered in the Dublin Registration Area and in the eighteen principal 
provincial Urban Districts of Ireland, with the annual rates per 1,000 of the population represented 
thereby, which, for the purposes of. these Returns, is estimated at 1,142,268, are givenin Table II. The 
deaths from all causes appertaining to the undermentioned areas for last week and for the past four 
weeks, respectively, were equal to the following annual rates per 1,000 of the population :— 

Nineteen Town Districts, 16-8 and 17:5; Dublin Registration Area, 17-9 and 18-3; Dublin City, 
18-3and 18-7; Belfast, 15-1 and 15-4; Cork, 15-6 and 16-0; Londonderry, 21-6 and 22-2; Limerick, 
21-7 and 23°0; and Waterford, 15-2 and 16°6. 

The deaths* from certain epidemic diseases} registered in the 19 town districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 0-4 per 1,000. Among the 116 deaths from all causes for Belfast are 
one from diarrhoea and enteritis of a child under 2 years and one from cerebro-spinal fever. 


DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 


In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 182—90 boys 
and 92 girls—and the deaths to 149—73 males and 76 females. 

The deaths registered, omitting the deaths (numbering 10) of persons admitted into public institu- 
tions from localities outside the Area, represent an annual rate of mortality of 17-9 per 1,000 of the 
population. During the twenty weeks ending with Saturday last the death-rate averaged 30:5 and 
was 6-6 above the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years, 1909-18. The rate 
for all deaths registered during the twenty weeks was 32°8 and for the corresponding period of 
- the preceding ten years 25:3. 

; Of the 139 deaths appertaining to the Area one was from measles, one from diphtheria, 4 were 
from diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years, and 7 from influenza. 

In the three preceding weeks deaths from diphtheria numbered one 0, and 0, deaths from diarrhea 
and enteritis of children under 2 years, 3, 2 and 3, and deaths from influenza 7, 10 and 11 respectively. 
There were no deaths from measles in the preceding three weeks. 

Deaths attributed to pneumonia were 15 (comprising 6 from broncho-pneumonia, 2 from 
lobar pneumonia, and 7 from pneumonia, type not distinguished). 

Tuberculous disease caused 17 deaths (comprising 9 from puimonary tuberculosis, 4 from 
tuberculous meningitis, and 4 from other forms of tuberculous disease), as against 19, 28, and 24 
in the three weeks preceding. / 

Five deaths were caused by cancer, 3 by meningitis, 12 by organic diseases of the heart, and 19 by 
bronchitis. 

Among deaths of infants under one year old, 5 were due to convulsions, 4 to diarrhoea and 
enteritis, one to congenital malformation, 5 to premature birth, and one to congenital debility. 

There was one death by drowning. 

Twenty-nine of the deaths registered during the week appertaining to the Area were those oi 
children under 5 years of age, 22 being infants under one year, of whom 11 were under one month 
old, and 44 deaths were those of persons aged 65 and upwards, of whom 31 were 70 years of age 
or over.

The Registrar-Genera]l has been favoured by A. Maxwell Williamson, M.D., B.sc., Medical Officer of Health 
for Edinburgh, with a copy of his Return of Infectious Diseases notified during the week ended 17th May. 
From this Report it appears that of 71 cases notified, 21 were scarlet fever, 18 were pulmonary tuberculosis, 
16 other forms of tuberculosis, 14 diphtheria, one erysipelas, and one enteric fever. Among the 407 cases 
of infectious diseases in hospital at the close of the week were 144 of pulmonary tuberculosis, 116 of scarlet 
fever, 46 of whooping-cough, 36 of diphtheria, 19 of measles, 5 of erysipelas, one of enteric fever, and 
one of influenza.

Among the 98 deaths from all causes for Belfast are 
2 from diarrhea and enterit’s of children under 2 years, and of the 19 deaths from all causes for 
Londonderry there is one from each of scarlet fever and whooping-cough. 


DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 


In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 217—106 boys 
and 111 girls—and the deaths to 133—60 males and .73 females. 

The deaths registered, omitting the deaths (numbering 10) of persons admitted into public institu- 
tions from localities outside the Area, represent an annual rate of mortality of 15-8 per 1,000 of the 
population. During the twenty-two weeks ending with Saturday last the death-rate averaged 29-1 and 
was 5-7 above the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years, 1909-18. The rate 
for all deaths registered during the twenty-two weeks was 31:4 and for the corresponding period of 
the preceding ten years 24:9. . 

Of the 123 deaths appertaining to*the Area, one was from diphtheria, 2 were from diarrhcea and 
enteritis of children under 2 years, and 6 from influenza. - 

In the three preceding weeks deaths from diphtheria numbered 0, one and 0, deaths from diarrhea 
and enteritis of children under 2 years 3, 4 and 3, and deaths: from influenza 11, 7 and 4, respectively. 

Deaths attributed to pneumonia were 6 (comprising 3 from broncho-pneumonia, one from 
lobar pneumonia, and 2 from pneumonia, type not distinguished). 

Tuberculous disease caused 31 deaths (comprising 24 from puimonary tuberculosis, 4 from 
tuberculous meningitis, and 3 from other forms of tuberculous disease), as against 24, 17 and 22, 
in the three weeks preceding. 

Nine deaths were caused by cancer, 13 by organic diseases of the heart, and 9 by bronchitis. 

Among deaths of infants under one year old, 4 were due to convulsions, 2 to diarrhoea and 
enteritis, 2 to premature birth, and 2 to congenital debility. 

There was one accidental death. 

Twenty-six of the deaths registered during the week appertaining to the Area were those of 
children under 5 years of age, 18 being infants under one year, of whom 5 were under one month 
old, and 35 deaths, were those of persons aged 65 and upwards, of whom 19 were 70 years of age 
or over. 

Of the 123 deaths recorded, 44 occurred in hospitals and other public institutions,

INFECTIOUS DISEASES IN EDINBURGH. 


The Registrar-General has been favoured by A. Maxwell Williamson, m.p., B.sc., Medical Officer of Health 
for Edinburgh, with a copy of his Return of Infectious Diseases notified during the week ended 3lst May. 
From this Report it appears that of 55 cases notified, 22 were pulmonary tuberculosis, 6 other forms of 
tuberculosis, 11 scarlet fever, 9 diphtheria, 4 erysipelas, one enteric fever, one puerperal fever, and one 
cerebro-spinal fever. | Among the 386 cases of infectious diseases in hospital at the close of the week were 
145 of pulmonary tuberculosis, 100 of scarlet fever, 61 of whooping-cough, 36 of diphtheria, 18 of measles, 
3 of erysipelas, 2 of enteric fever, one of puerperal fever, one of cerebro-spinal fever, and one of influenza.

Of the 104 deaths appertaining to the Area, one was from measles, one was from diarrhoea and 
enteritis of a child under 2 years, and 2 were from influenza. 

In the three preceding weeks deaths from diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years numbered 
3, 2 and 3, and deaths from influenza 4, 6 and 3, respectively. There were no deaths from measles in 
the three preceding weeks. 

Deaths attributed to pneumonia were 8 (comprising 2 from broncho-pneumonia, 3 from lobar 
pneumonia. and 3 from pneumonia, type not distinguished). 

Tuberculous disease caused 21 deaths (comprising 19 from puimonary tuberculosis and 2 from 
other forms of tuberculous disease), as against 22, 31 and 27, in the three weeks preceding. 

Nine deaths were caused by cancer, 14 by organic diseases of the heart, and 7 by bronchitis. 

Among deaths of infants under one year oid, one was due to simple meningitis, 2 were due to 
convulsions, one to diarrhoea and enteritis, one to congenital malformation, one to premature birth, 
and 2 to congenital debility. 

There were 2 accidental deaths, of which one was due to alcoholic poisoning and one was caused by 
a gunshot wound. . 

Sixteen of the deaths registered during the week appertaining to the Area were those of 
children under 5 years of age, 12 being infants under one year, of whom 5 were under one month 
old, and 29 deaths were those of persons aged 65 and upwards, of whom 22 were 70 yeais of age 
or Over. 

Of the 104 deaths recorded, 49 occurred in hospitals and other public institutions.

INFECTIOUS DISEASES IN EDINBURGH. 


The Registrar-General has been favoured by A. Maxwell Williamson. M.D., B.SC., Medical Officer of Health 
for Edinburgh, with a copy of his Return of Infectious Diseases notified during the week ended 14th June. 
From this Report it appears that of 55 cases notified, 16 were pulmonary tuberculosis, 10 other forms of 
tuberculosis, 14 diphtheria, 11 scarlet fever, and 4 erysipelas. Among the 382 cases of infectious 
diseases in hospital at the close of the week were 148 of puimonary tuberculosis, 91 of scarlet fever, 45 of 
whooping-cough, 44 of diphtheria, 27 of measles, 5 of erysipelas, one of enteric fever, one of puerperal 
fever, and one of influenza.

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NINETEEN TOWN DISTRICTS. 


The Births and Deaths* registered in the Dublin Registration Area and in the eighteen principal 
provincial Urban Districts of Ireland, with the annual rates per 1,000 of the population represented 
thereby, which, for the purposes of these Returns, is estimated at 1,142,268, are givenin Table IJ. The 
deaths from all causes appertaining to the undermentioned areas for last week and for the past four 
weeks, respectively, were equal to the following annual rates per 1,000 of the population :— 

Nineteen Town Districts, 13-7 and 14-0; Dublin Registration Area, 15-3 and 15-0; Dublin City, 
15-6 and 15-8; Belfast, 11-8 and 12-6; Cork, 16:3 and 13-6; Londonderry, 14-0 and 17-2; Limerick, 
16-2 and 16°2; and Waterford, 13°3 and 18:0. 

The deaths* from certain epidemic diseases} registered in the 19 town districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 0:4 per 1,000. Among the 24 deaths from all causes for Cork are one 
from typhus, and 2 from diarrhea. Of the 5 deaths recorded for Tralee one was due to enteric fever. 


DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 


In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 198—107 boys 
and 91 gitls—and the deaths to 131—65 males and 66 females. 

The deaths registered, omitting the deaths (numbering 12) of persons admitted into public institu- 
tions from localities outside the Area, represent an annual rate of mortality of 15-3 per 1,000 of the 
population. During the twenty-five weeks ending with 21st June, the death-rate averaged 27-4 and 
was 4:7 above the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years, 1909-18. The rate 
for all deaths registered during the twenty-five weeks was 29°5 and for the corresponding period of 
the preceding ten years 24:2.

Five deaths were caused by cancer, 7 by organic diseases of the heart, and 9 by bronchitis. 

Among deaths of infants under one year old, 2 were due to convulsions, one to broncho- 
pneumonia, 2 to pneumonia, 2 to diarrhoea and enteritis, 6 to premature birth, and one to congenital 
debility. 

There was one accidental death.

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NINETEEN TOWN DISTRICTS. 


The Births and Deaths* registered in the Dublin Registration Area and in the eighteen principal 
provincial Urban Districts of Ireland, with the annual rates per 1,000 of the population represented 
thereby, which, for the purposes of these Returns, is estimated at 1,142,268, are givenin Table II]. The 
deaths from all causes appertaining to the undermentioned areas for last week and for the past four 
weeks, respectively, were equal to the following annual rates per 1,000 of the population :— 

Nineteen Town Districts, 13-8 and 13-9; Dublin Registration Area, 13-8 and 14-5; Dublin City, 
14-8 and 15-2; Belfast, 12-7 and 12-6; Cork, 14:3 and 14-4; Londonderry, 16-5 and 15.3; Limerick, 
16-2 und 15°9; and Waterford, 24°7 and 20°4. 

The deaths* from certain epidemic diseasest registered in the 19 town districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 0-6 per 1,000. The 98 deaths from all causes for Belfast include 
3 from scarlet fever. one from diphtheria, and one from diarrhoea and enteritis of a child under 2 
years, Of the 21 deaths from all causes for Cork one isfrom enteric fever, and one from diphtheria, 
and of the 13 deaths deaths from all causes for Londonderry one is from diphtheria. 


-DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 


In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 196—110 boys 
and 86 girls—and the deaths to 117—49 males and 63 females. 

The deaths registered, omitting the deaths (numbering 10) of persons admitted into public institu- 
tions from localities outside the Area, represent an annual rate of mortality of 13-8 per 1,000 of the 
population. During the twenty-six weeks ending with 28th June, the death-rate averaged 26-9 and 
was 4:4 above the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years, 1909-18. The rate 
for all deaths registered during the twenty-six weeks was 29°0 and for the corresponding period of 
the preceding ten years 24-0. 

Of the 107 deaths appertaining to the Area 3 were from measles, one from scarlet fever, one 
from whooping-cough, and 3 were from influenza. 

In the 3 preceding weeks deaths from measles numbered 0, one, and 0, and deaths from influenza 
3, 2, and 6, respectively. There were no deaths from scarlet fever or whooping-cough in the three 
preceding weeks. 

Deaths attributed to pneumonia were 9 (comprising 3 from broncho-pneumonia, one from 
lobar pneumonia, and 5 from pneumonia, type not distinguished). 

Tuberculous disease caused 30 deaths (comprising 21 from puimonary tuberculosis, 3 from 
tuberculous meningitis, and 6 from other forms of tuberculous disease), as against 27, 21, and 25, in 
the three weeks preceding. 

Eight deaths were caused by cancer, 9 by organic diseases of the heart, and 5 by bronchitis. 

Among deaths of infants under one year old, one was due to pneumonia (type not distinguished), 
4 to premature birth, and 8 to congenital debility. : 

Twenty-five of the deaths registered during the week appertaining to the Area were those of 
children under 5 years of age, 17 being infants under one year, of whom 9 were under one month 
old, and 26 deaths were those of persons aged 65 and upwards, of whom 18 were 70 yeas of age 


or over. 
Of the 107 deaths recorded, 52 occurred in hospitals and other public institutions. 


Details regarding deaths by diseases and ages in the Dublin Registration Area and ws component parts 
will be found in Tables III. and IV.

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ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND, 


The mortality among civilians for the week ended 28th June, in 96 large English towns (including 
London, in which the rate was 9-0) was equal to an average annual death rate of 9-6 per 1,000 of the 
estimated civil population. 

The average death rate for 16 principal towns of Scotland was 11-5 per 1,000 persons living, the 1 rate 
for Glasgow being 11-6 and for Edinburgh 12:9. 


INFECTIOUS DISEASES IN EDINBURGH. 

The Registrar-General has been favoured by A. Maxwell Williamson, M.D., B.sc., Medical Officer of Health 
for Edinburgh, with a copy of his Return of Infectious Diseases notified during the week ended 28th June. 
From this Report it appears that of 51 cases notified, 16 were pulmonary tuberculosis, 7 other forms of 
tuberculosis, 15 diphtheria, and 13 scarlet fever. | Among the 381 cases of infectious diseases in hospital 
at the close of the week were 143 of pulmonary tuberculosis, 90 of scarlet fever, 66 of diphtheria, 35 of 
measles, 26 of whooping-cough, 4 of erysipelas, one of enteric fever, and one of influenza.

CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASES UNDER TREATMENT IN DUBLIN HOSPITALS. 


Table IX. exhibits the number of cases of certain infectious diseases treated in the Dublin Hospitals 
_ during the week ended 28th June, 1919, and the number under treatment at the close of each of the 
3 preceding weeks. 

From this it appears that the cases admitted to hospital during the week and the cases under treatment

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DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA.—Birtus.—In the Dublin Registration Area, which consists 
of the city of Dublin, and the urban districts of Rathmines and Rathgar, Pembroke, Blackrock, and 
Kingstown, there were registered during the thirteen weeks ended on Saturday, 28th June, 1919, 
2,429 births—1,260 boys and 1,169 girls—being equal to an annual rate of 24-0 in every 1,000 of the 
population. 


The number of births recorded for the city was 2,010, equivalent to an annual rate of 25-9 in every 
1,000 of the population ; and for the urban districts named above, 419, equal to an annual rate of 17-7 
in every 1,000 of the population. _ 


During the same period the births in London were equivalent to an annual rate of 16-1 per 1,000 
-of the population ; in Glasgow the birth-rate was 21-7 per 1,000, and in Edinburgh 16-2 per 1,000. 


DEATHS.—Omitting the deaths (158) referred to localities outside the Dublin Registration Area, 
the deaths for the Area, numbering 1,824, were equivalent to an annual rate of 18-6 per 1,000 of the 
estimated population, the average rate for the corresponding period of the previous 10 years being 
90-6. The total number of deaths registered in the Dublin Registration Area during the quarter was 
2,042—924 males and 1,118 females—affording an annual ratio of 20-2 in every 1,000 of the estimated 
population, as compared with 22-1 per 1,000 for the second quarter of the ten years, 1909-1918. 


The number of deaths of inhabitants* of the North City districts registered last quarter was 735, 
representing an annual mortality of 18-0 in every 1,000 of the population ; and the number in the 
South City districts was 761 equivalent to a rate of 20-6 per 1,000. For the urban districts the 
number of deaths registered was 388, being equal to an annual death-rate of 16-4 in every 1,000. 


The deaths among civilians in London during the same period were equivalent to an annual rate of 
mortality of 12-2 in every 1,000 of the civil population ; in Glasgow the death-rate was 14-6 per 
1,000 of the total population, and in Edinburgh the annual rate was 13-7 per 1,000. 


* The death-rates referring to the several Dublin districts have been calculated on the mortality for the respective 
districts as corrected by the distribution of deaths in public institutions according to the localities from which tke 
deceased persons were admitted. 
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CAUSES OF DEATH IN DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 


The number of deaths from the principal epidemic diseases* registered in the Dublin Registration 
Area during the last quarter was 60, being equal to an annual rate of 0 -59 per 1,000 of the population. 


Enteric Fever.—Four deaths were registered during the quarterly period under notice, the average 
for the corresponding period of the 5 preceding years being 7. 


Of 14 cases of enteric fever under treatment in hospital during the quarterly period, 7 were admitted 
» during the period, 9 were discharged, there were 2 deaths, and 3 cases were under treatment at its close. 


Typuvus.—There was no record of incidence from this disease in the Lublin Registration Area, 
SmaLL-Pox.—No casé of small-pox was notified during the period. 


Mrastrs.—Only 6 deaths from measles were registered, the average for the June quarterly period 
of the past 5 years being 95. In the March quarter of this year the number was 19. Of the 6 deaths, 
3 belonged to the district of North City No. 1 East, and 3 to South City No. 4 district. The hospital 
records show that of 124 cases treated, 18 were in hospital at the close of March period, 106 were admitted 
during the quarter under notice, 11] were discharged, and 13 cases remained at the end of the period. 


ScarRLeT Fever.—Five deaths from scarlet’ fever were registered, the average for the second 
quarter of the 5 years, ending with 1918, being 6. All the deaths were of residents of the South City. 
Altogether 150 cases were under hospital care, including 9 cases at Beneavin ; 44 were in hospital at 
the close of the March period and 106 cases were admitted during the June quarter, 98 cases were 
discharged, there were 6 deaths and 46f cases were under treatment at the close. 


WHOOPING-COUGH.—Seven deaths were registered ; the number in the March period was 9 and the 
average 41. 


Diputuerta.—Of 5 deaths, there were 4 belonging to the area ; in the previous quarter 5 deaths 
were registered, the average for the June period of the 5 years preceding being 11. It appears from 
Table I. that 41 cases of diphtheria were admitted to hospital, 36 were discharged, there were 3 deaths, 
and 14 cases remained under treatment at the close. 


Drarru@at DisEases.—The deaths of children under 2 years of age classified to diarrhoeal diseases 
numbered 33; of this number 2 did not belong to the Area. In the previous quarter these deaths 
were 40, and the average for the June quarter of the 5 years ending with 1918 was 41. 


_Txriurnza.—A fall from 731 deaths from influenza in the March quarterly period to 155 in the 
period now under notice is the principal feature of this Report. In the corresponding period in 1918, 
the deaths from influenza numbered 24, increasing to 252 in the September quarter, and in the 


December quarter to 1,210, and in the March quarter of the present year the number was 731, as 
mentioned above. 


_ The total deaths from influenza (155) include 52 belonging to North Dublin City, 50 to South Dublin 
City, 15 to the urban district of Rathmines and Rathgar, 10 to Pembroke, 5 to Blackrock, 11 to the 
urban district of Kingstown, and there were in addition 12 deaths of persons admitted to institutions 
from localities without the Dublin Registration Area. 


Of the 155 deaths, 13 or 8-4 per cent. were of children under 5 years of age, 6 or 3-9 percent. were 
of young persons between the ages of 5 years and 15 years, 12 or 7-7 per cent. were between the ages 
of 15 and 25 years, 33 or 21-3 per cent. were between the ages of 25 and 35 years, 21 or 13-5 per cent. 
were between the ages of 35 years and 45 years, 28 or 18.1 per cent. were between 45 and 55 years 
and 42 or 27-1 per-cent. were deaths of persons aged 55 years and upwards. 


CEREBRO-SPINAL FEVER.—One death was registered. 


TUBERCULOSIS.—In the aggregate deaths from tuberculosis numbered 368, including the deaths 


of 29 persons admitted from outside the Area; the total is equal to a rate of 3-63 per 1,000, as 
compared with 4:05 in the quarter preceding. 


The average for the corresponding quarterly period in the 5 years, 1914-1918, is 413. The deaths 
(368) include 262 from pulmonary tuberculosis, 32 from tuberculous meningitis, 23 from abdominal 
tuberculosis, and 51 from other forms of the disease. 


Excluding deaths of non-residents the rate for the Regi i 

( ) gistration Area was 3-35 per 1,000 of the 
estimated population. For the City the rate was 3-66 (North City, 3-56; South City, 3-77), and in 
the urban districts it was 2-33 per 1,000 of the population, estimated to the middle of the year. 


CaNCER.—The total number of deaths from cancer was 117, and incl 
: Spee a udes the deaths of 21 persons, 
not residents of Dublin ; in the March period the number of deaths from cancer was 141, the rates 
corresponding to these numbers being 1-16 and 1-39 per 1,000 respectively. The average number of 
deaths from cancer for the June quarterly period in the past 5 years was 128. 


PNrvuMOoNIA.—The deaths directl i 
~The y attributed to pneumonia were 195, and include 71 deaths from 
broncho-pneumonia, 25 from lobar pneumonia, and 99 from pneumonia (type not distinguished). The

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rate which represents these deaths is 1-93 per-1,000 of the estimated population of the Area. In the 
3 preceding quarters the deaths from pneumonia numbered 195, 604 and 552 respectively, and the average 
number of deaths from pneumonia in the second quarter of the past 5 years was 162. During the 
period there were 257 cases of pneumonia treated in hospital ; of this number 101 were under treat- 
ment at the close of the March quarterly period, 156 cases were admitted, 198 were discharged, there 
were 38 deaths, and 21 cases were under treatment at the close. 


DISEASES OF BRAIN AND NERvous SystemM.—To the several diseases which are included in this 
group, the deaths of 203 persons were attributed, as compared with the average 208. The former figure, 
is represented by a rate of 2-0 per 1,000, and includes the deaths of 34 children under 5 years of age 
from convulsions, and the death of ‘one person from cerebro-spinal fever. 


DISEASES OF THE CiRCULATORY SystEM.—Altogether 190 deaths were assigned to diseases of the 
heart and blood-vessels. The total equals a rate of 1.88 per 1,000, and is below the average (217), by 
27 deaths. Organic diseases of the heart account for 166 deaths. 


Broncuitis.—The deaths from bronchitis numbered 228 and are represented by a rate of 2-25. 
per 1,000, the average for the second quarter of the previous 5 years being 199; in the 3 preceding 
quarters deaths from bronchitis were 141, 283, and 598 respectively. 


ConcENITAL Conpitions.—There were 9 deaths due to congenital malformations, 56 to premature 
birth, and 27 to congenital debility. 


VioLeENcE.—Among the deaths from violence which were 35 in number, were 7 (including 3 of 
children under 5 years) from burns and scalds, 6 by vehicles and horses, 5 by drowning, one from poison, 
and one by gunshot wound. 


Of deaths by violence there were two in which a verdict of suicide was returned by the Coroner.

In 55 instances the cause of death was uncertified, there having been no medical attendant during 
the last illness. Of the 55 cases, 23 (or 41-8 per cent.) were deaths of children under 5 years of age.

From Table III., page 260f, it will be seen that the annual rate represented by the mortality 


from the principal epidemic diseasesf in the Dublin Registration Area was 0-6 per 1,000, that in the 
City it was 0-6, and in the urban districts 0-4, the rates for the several districts varying from 0-0 in 
Clontarf and Howth No. 1., part of, to 1:3 in North City, No. 1, East, the 160 deaths from all 
causes for that district including 3 from mcasles, and 7 from diarrhcea end enteritis of children 
under 2 years of age. , 


OccuPpaTions.—In Table IV., page 2€0g, it will be observed that the deaths in families of 
the ‘‘ Professional and Independent Class ” were equal to an annual rate of 18-0 per 1,000 of the persons 
in that class according to the Census of 1911; the rate for the ‘ Middle Class ’’ was 16-6 per 1,000; 
among the “‘ Artisan Class and Petty Shopkeepers ” it was 17-0; and in the “ General Service Class ”’ 
it was 18-3. 


Aaxrs.—Of the 2,042 persons whose deaths were registered in the Dublin Registration Area during 


the quarter, 395 were under 5 years of age, including 268 infants under one year of age, the latter repre-. _ 


senting a rate of 110 per 1,000 births registered. The number of deaths of children under 5 years of 
age is equal to an annual mortality of 38-6 in every 1,000 children at that age (according to the Census 
of 1911), the deaths of persons between the ages of 5 and 15 representing an annual rate of 5-9 per 
1,000 persons at that age-period ; those between the ages of 15 and 25 were equivalent to an annual 
rate of 6-8 per 1,000, the total number under 25 years being equal to an annual mortality of 13-2 per 
1,000 of the population at that age-period (according to the Census of 1911) ; for those between 25 and 
45 the rate was 11-9; for those between 45 and 65 it was 33-1 ; among persons between 65 and 75 the 
rate was 77-0; and among those aged 75 and upwards the average annual death rate was 160-9 per 
1,000. The deaths of 11 persons aged 90 years and upwards were registered.

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Pusuic InstrtuTions.—Of the 2,042 deaths recorded during the quarter, 916, or 44-9 per cent., 
occurred in public institutions, viz., 588 in the various hospitals, prisons, and lunatic asylums; 321 
in the Dublin Union Workhouse; and 7 (those of persons admitted from within the Dublin 
Registration Area) in the Rathdown Union Workhouse. 


WEATHER.—The mean temperature for thirteen weeks, deducted from the mean weekly tem- 
perature as returned from the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, was 50-:9°. At Greenwich it was 
542°; at Glasgow, 51-1°; and at Edinburgh, 49-8°. 


The rainfall at Dublin during the thirteen weeks measured 4-5] inches ; at Greenwich it was 4-685 
inches ; at Glasgow, 6°86 inches ; and at Edinburgh, 5°34 inches. 


NINETEEN PRINCIPAL TOWN DISTRICTS OF IRELAND. 


As shown in Table II., the annual death-rate represented by the deaths from all causes registered 
during last quarter in the Dublin Registration Area and eighteen of the principal urban districts of 
Ireland (exclusive of deaths in public institutions of persons admitted from without the districts), was 
17-5 per 1,000 of the population, the respective rates for the several districts being as follows, ranging 
in order from the lowest to the highest :—Ballymena, 12-0; Dundalk, 12-2; Lurgan, 14:7; Tralee, 
15-1; Belfast, 15-6; Cork, 16-1; Sligo, 16-5; Clonmel, 18-0; Lisburn, 18-1; Dublin Registra- 
tion Area, 18:6; Newry, 18-7; Portadown, 19-1; Limerick, 19-8; Waterford, 20-0; Kilkenny, 
20:9; Wexford, 21-2; Londonderry, 23:0; Galway, 24-1; and Drogheda, 25-0, 


The annual rate represented by the deaths from the principal epidemic diseases* in the 19 districts 
is 0-3 per 1,000 of the population, the rates varying from 0-0 in three of the districts to 3-0 in Kilkenny, 
the 55 deaths from all causes in that district, including 8 from whooping-cough. 


The following is a synopsis of the mortality from the principal epidemic diseases* in the eighteen 


provisional urban districts, already named, and Tables II. and V. give in detail the results of the 
registration for the quarter :— 


Enteric Frver.—Seven deaths from this cause occurred of which one belonged to each of the 
following districts :—Cork, Londonderry, Limerick, Galway, Newry, Portadown and Tralee. 


TypHus.—Two deaths each from this disease belonged to Cork and Londonderry. 
SMALL-Pox.—No case of this disease was reported. 


Muastus.—There were 4 deaths in each of the districts of Waterford and Sligo and one in London- 
derry. ; 


ScarRLeT FEveR.—Of 6 deaths, 5 belonged to Belfast and one to Londonderry. 


Wuoopinc-coucH.—There were 30 deaths recorded, of which 20 belonged to Londonderry, 8 to 
Kilkenny, and one to each of Belfast and Newry. 


DiputuERtA.—The 7 deaths from this cause include 2 of residents of Belfast, 2 belonging to Cork, 
and one for each of Londonderry, Limerick and Dundalk. 


DiaRRH@AL Diseases —Of the deaths under this heading, 26 were of children under 2 years of age, 


of which 15 belonged to Belfast and 7 to Cork. 


_ _Putmonary TuBERcULOsIs.—The annual death-rate from pulmonary tuberculosis for the 19 towns 
in the aggregate was 2-4 per 1,000 of the estimated population ; for the Dublin Registration Area it 
was 2-41 per 1,000; for Belfast county borough 2-44 per 1,000, and for the urban districts collectively 
(not including Dublin Registration Area and Belfast) it was 2.5.

NINETEEN TOWN DISTRICTS. 


The Births and Deaths* registered in the Dublin Registration Area and in the eighteen principal 
provincial Urban Districts of Ireland, with the annual rates per 1,000 of the population represented 
thereby, which, for the purposes of these Returns, is estimated at 1,142,268, are givenin Table I]. The 
deaths from all causes appertaining to the undermentioned areas for last week and for the past four 
weeks, respectively, were equal to the following annual rates per 1,000 of the population :— 

Nineteen Town Districts, i2-2 and 13-4; Dublin Registration Area, 12-7 and 13-8; Dublin City, 
13-8 and 14-5; Belfast, 11-3 and 12-3; Cork, 12-9 and 14-1; Londonderry, 17-8 and 15.9; Limerick, 
8-1 and 13:2; and Waterford, 7°6 and 18°5. 

The deaths* from certain epidemic diseases} registered in the 19 town districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 0-5 per 1,000. Among the 87 deaths from all causes for Belfast are 
2 from scarlet fever, and 2 from diarrheal diseases. Included in the 19 deaths from all causes for 
Cork is one from diphtheria, and of the 4 deaths from all causes for Waterford one is from enteric fever. 


DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 


In the Dublin Registration ‘Area the births registered during the week amounted to 192—92 boys 
and 100 girls—and the deaths to 115—57 males and 58 females. 

The deaths registered, omitting the deaths (numbering 16) of persons admitted into public institu- 
tions from localities outside the Area, represent, an annual rate of mortality of 12-7 per 1,000 of the 
population. During the twenty-seven weeks ending with 5th July, the death-rate averaged 26-4 and 
was 4:1 above the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years, 1909-18. The rate 
for all deaths registered during the twenty-seven weeks was 28°5 and for the corresponding period of 
the preceding ten years 23-7. ; 

Of the ¥9 deaths appertaining to the Area, one was from diphtheria, 2 were from diarrhoea and 
enteritis of children under 2 years, one was from influenza, an i one from cerebro-spinal fever. 

In the 3 preceding weeks deaths from diarrhcea and enteritis of children under 2 years, numbered. 
one, 3, and 0, and deaths from influenza 2, 6, and 3 respectively. There were no deaths from 
diphtheria registered in the 3 preceding weeks, 

Deaths attributed to pneumonia were 13 (comprising 4 from broncho-pneumonia, one from 
lobar pneumonia, and 8 from pneumonia; type not distinguished). 

Tuberculous disease caused 20 deaths (all of which were from puimonary tuberculosis) as against 
21, 25, and 30 in the 3 weeks preceding. 

Four deaths were caused by cancer, 2 by meningitis, 6 by organic diseases of the heart, and 7 by 
bronchitis. 

Among deaths of infants under one year old, 2 were due to convulsions, 2 to diarrhcea and enteritis, 
7 to premature birth, and 4 to congenital debility. 

There were 2 accidental deaths, of which one (that of a child aged 2} years) was caused by burns, 
and one by drowning. 

Twenty-seven of the deaths registered during the week appertaining to the Area were those of 
children under 5 years of age, 20 being infants under one year, of whom 16 were under one month 
old, and 22 deaths were those of persons aged 65 and upwards, of whom 15 were 70 years of age 
or over. 

Of the 99 deaths recorded, 46 occurred in hospitals and other public institutions,

INFECTIOUS DISEASES IN EDINBURGH. 

. The Registrar-General has been favoured by A. Maxwell Williamson, M.D., B.sc., Medical Officer of Health 
for Edinburgh, with a copy of his Return of Infectious Diseases notified during the week ended 5th July. 
From this Report it appears that of 56 cases notified, 15 were pulmonary tuberculosis, 12 other forms of 
tuberculosis, 14 diphtheria, 12 scarlet fever, and 3 erysipelas. Among the 379 cases of infectious diseases 
in hospital at the close of the week were 139 of pulmonary tuberculosis, 89 of scarlet fever, 64 of 
diphtheria, 35 of measles, 28 of whooping-cough, 4 of erysipélas, one of enteric fever, and one of influenza.

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NINETEEN TOWN DISTRICTS. 


The Births and Deaths* registered in the Dublin Registration Area and in the eighteen principal 
provincial Urban Districts of Ireland, with the annual rates per 1,000 of the population represented 
thereby, which, for the purposes of these Returns, is estimated at 1,142,268, are givenin Table II. The 
deaths from all causes appertaining to the undermentioned areas for last week and for the past four 
weeks, respectively, were equal to the following annual rates per 1,000 of the population :— 

Nineteen Town Districts, 11-8 and 11:7; Dublin Registration Area, 11-8 and 11-7; Dublin City, 
12°3 and 11-9; Belfast, 10-3 and 11-2; Cork, 10-2 and 11-1; Londonderry, 17:8 and 14.3; Limerick, 
12°2 and 11°5; and Waterford, 19:0 and 15°7. 

The deaths* from certain epidemic diseases} registered in the 19 town districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 0-5 per 1,000. The 79 deaths from all causes for Belfast include 
one from diphtheria and 3 from diarrhceal diseases. Among the 9 deaths from all causes for 
Limerick is one from diphtheria, and one of the 2 deaths for Lisburn is from measles. 


DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 


In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 233—124 boys 
and 109 girls—and the deaths to 99—54 males and 45 females. 

The deaths registered, omitting the deaths (numbering 7) of persons admitted into public institu- 
tions from localities outside the Area, represent an annual rate of mortality ot 11-8 per 1,000 of the 
population. During the thirty-one weeks ending with 2nd August the death-rate averaged 24-4 
and was 2°8 above the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years, 1909-18. The rate 
for all deaths registered during the thirty-one weeks was 26°4 and for the corresponding period of 
the preceding ten years 23:0. 

Of the 92 deaths appertaining to the Area, 4 were from diarrhea and enteritis of children under 
2 years, and one was from influenza. 

In the 3 preceding weeks, deaths from diarrhcea and enteritis of children under 2 years numbered 
3, 6 and 2, and deaths from influenza, one, 3 and 0, respectively. 

Deaths attributed to pneumonia were 2 (comprising one from broncho-pneumonia and one from 
pneumonia, type not distinguished). 

Tuberculous disease caused 11 ‘deaths (comprising 6 from puimonary tuberculosis, one from 
tuberculous meningitis, and 4 from other forms of tuberculous disease), as against 13, 16, and 20, in 
the three weeks preceding. 

Hight deaths were caused by cancer, 12 by organic diseases of the heart, and 5 by bronchitis. 

Among deaths of infants under one year old, 4 were due to convulsions, 3 to diarrhoea and 
enteritis, one to congenital malformation, 3 to premature birth, and 2 to congenital debility. 

There were 4 accidental deaths, of which one was due to gas poisoning, one to drowning and 
one was caused by a vehicle. : 

Twenty-one of the deaths registered during the week appertaining to the Area were those of 

children under 5 years of age, 16 being infants under one year, of whom 9 were under one month 
old, and 26 deaths were those of persons aged 65 and upwards, of whom 23 were 70 years of age 
or over. 

Of the 92 deaths recorded, 40 occurred in hospitals and other public institutions.

INFECTIOUS DISEASES IN EDINBURGH. 

The Registrar-General has been favoured by A. Maxwell Williamson, m.D., B.sc., Medical Officer of Health 
for Edinburgh, with a copy of his Return of Infectious Diseases notified during the week ended 2nd August. 
From this Report it appears that of 37 cases notified, 13 were scarlet fever, 10 pulmonary tuberculosis, 
5 other forms of tuberculosis, and 9 diphtheria. Among the 383 cases of infectious diseases in hospital 
at the close of the week were 136 of pulmonary tuberculosis, 112 of scarlet fever, 60 of diphtheria, 
42 of measles, 13 of whooping-cough, and 7 of erysipelas.

From this Report it appears that of 61 cases notified, 23 were scarlet fever, 15 diphtheria, 11 pulmonary 
tuberculosis, 7 other forms of tuberculosis, and 5 erysipelas. Among the 378 cases of infectious diseases 
in hospital at the close of the week were 131 of pulmonary tuberculosis, 118 of scarlet fever, 63 of 
diphtheria.

The Births and Deaths* registered in the Dublin Registration Area and in the eighteen principal 
provincial Urban Districts of Ireland, with the annual rates per 1,000 of the population represented 
thereby, which, for the purposes of these Returns, is estimated at 1,142,268, are givenin Table II. The 
deaths from all causes appertaining to the undermentioned areas for last week and for the past four 
weeks, respectively, were equal to the following annual rates per 1,000 of the population :— 

Nineteen Town Districts, 11-7 and 11-5; Dublin Registration Area, 14-3 and 12-6; Dublin City, 
16:1 and 13-2; Belfast, 10-7 and 10-6; Cork, 11-6 and 11-1; Londonderry, 17:8 and 15.2; Limerick, 
5°4 and 11-2; and Waterford, 9°5 and 10°5.

Table TX. exhibits the number of cases of certain infectious diseases treated in the Dublin Hospitals 
during the week ended 23rd August, 1919, and the number under treatment at the close of each of the 
3 preceding weeks. 

From this it appears that the cases admitted to hospital during the week and the cases under treatment 
at its close, respectively, were as follows :—Enteric fever2 and 6; typhus 4 and 5; measles one and 8; 
scarlet fever 17 and 79*; and diphtheria 2 and 16. Four cases of pneumonia were admitted during the 
week and 13 remained ander treatment at its close, as compared with 14, 11 and 13 at the close of 
the 3 preceding weeks. Of the deaths in hospital during the week one was from enteric fever.

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NINETEEN TOWN DISTRICTS. 


The Births and Deaths* registered in the Dublin Registration Area and in the eighteen principal 
provincial: Urban Districts of Ireland, with the annual rates per 1,000. of the population represented 
thereby, which, for the purposes of these Returns, is estimated at 1,142,268, are givenin Table II. The 
deaths from all causes appertaining to the undermentioned areas for last week and for the past four 
weeks, ‘respectively, were equal to the following annual rates per 1,000 of the population :— 

Nineteen Town ‘Districts, 16-2 and 13-6; Dublin Registration Area, 18-3 and 15-3; Dublin City, 
18-0 and 16-0; Belfast, 17-0 and 13-5; Cork, 15-0 and 11-9; Londonderry, 14-0 and 13-0; Limerick, 
12-2 and 12°2; and Waterford, 13°3 and 15:7. 

The deaths* from certain epidemic diseases} registered in the 19 town districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 4-3 per 1,000. Among the 131 deaths from all causes for Belfast are 
3 from scarlet fever, one from dysentery, and 37 from diarrheal diseases. Two of the 22 deaths from 
all causes for Cork are from diarrhoca and enteritis of children under 2 years. Of the 11 deaths from all 
causes for Londonderry 3 are from diarrhaal diseases. Three of the 7 deaths from all causes for 
Waterford are from diarrhcea and enteritis of children under 2 years. The 4 deaths from all causes 
for Dundalk include one from enteric fever, and one of the 2 deaths recorded for Clonmel is from 
whooping-cough. 

DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 


In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 171—101 boys 
and 70 girls—and the deaths to 149—65 males and 84 females. | 

The deaths registered, omitting the deaths (numbering 7) of: persons admitted into public institu - 
tions from localities outside the Area, represent an annual rate of mortality of 18-3 per 1,000 of the 
population. During the thirty-five weeks ending with Saturday last the death-rate averaged 23-4 and 
was 2:2 above the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years, 1909-18. The rate 
for all deaths registered during the thirty-five weeks was 25°3 and for the corresponding period of 
the preceding ten years 22:6. . 

Of the 142 deaths appertaining to the Area there were 2 from scarlet fever, one from diphtheria, 
one from influenza, and 40 from diarrhceal diseases. 

In the 3 preceding weeks deaths from influenza numbered. 0, one, and one, and deaths from 
diarrhccal diseases 13, 30, and 29, respectively. There were no deaths from scarlet fever or diphtheria 
in the 3 preceding weeks. 

Déaths attributed to pneumonia were 5 (comprising 3 from lobar pneumonia, and 2 from 
pneumonia, type not distinguished), as against 5,2, and 6 in the three weeks preceding. 

Tuberculous disease caused 16 deaths (comprising 14 from puimonary tuberculosis, and 2 
from tuberculosis of joints), as against 17, 15, and 18, in the three weeks preceding. 

Hight deaths were caused by cancer, 10 by organic diseases of the heart, and 8 by bronchitis. 

Among deaths of infants under one year old, 2 were due to convulsions, 32 to diarrhoea and 
enteritis, 2 to congenital malformations, 4 to premature birth, and 2 to congenital debility. 

There were 4 accidental deaths, of which one was caused by burns and 3-by drowning. 

Fifty-eight of the deaths registered during the week appertaining to the Area were those of 
children under 5 years of age, 48 being infants under one year, of whom 12 were under one month 
old, and 36 deaths were those of persons aged 65 and upwards, of whom 27 were 70 years of age 
or over. 2 
Of the 142 deaths recorded, 44 occurred in hospitals and other public institutions.

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ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND,. 


The mortality among civilians for the week ended 30th August, in 96 large English towns (including 
London, in which the rate was 9-6) was equal to an average annual death rate of 10-0 per ‘1,000 of the 
estimated civil population. 

The average death rate for 16 principal towns of Scotland was 10-9 per 1,000 persons living, the rate 
for Glasgow being 11-5 and for Edinburgh 11:3. 


INFECTIOUS DISEASES IN EDINBURGH. 


The Registrar-General has been favoured by A. Maxwell Williamson, M.D., B.sc., Medical Officer of Health 
for Edinburgh, with a copy of his Return of Infectious Diseases notified during the week ended 30th August. 
From this Report it appears that of 39 cases notified, 17 were scarlet fever, 8 diphtheria, 6 pulmonary 
tuberculosis, 3 other forms of: tuberculosis, and 5 erysipelas. Among the 366 cases of infectious 
diseases in hospital at the close of the week were 134 of pulmonary tuberculosis, 115 of scarlet fever, 48 of 
diphtheria, 30 of measles, 13 of whooping-cough, 10 of erysipelas, and one of ,cerebro-spinal fever.

There was one accidental death.

The Births and Deaths* registered in the Dublin Registration Area and in the eighteen principal 
provincial Urban Districts of Ireland, with the annual rates per 1,000 of the population represented 
thereby, which, for the purposes of these Returns, is estimated at 1,142,268, are givenin Table II. The 
deaths from all causes appertaining to the undermentioned areas for last week and for the past four 
weeks, respectively, were equal to the following annual rates per 1,000 of the population :— 

Nineteen Town Districts, 14-9 and 15-9; Dublin Registration Area, 17-3 and 17-8; Dublin City, 
18-8 and 17-5; Belfast, 13-0 and 15-4; Cork, 12-9 and 13-8; Londonderry, 17-8 and 13:0; Limerick, 
19-0 and 14:9; and Waterford, 15:2 and 20°4. 

The deaths* from certain epidemic diseases} registered in the 19 town districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 2-1 per 1,000. Among the 100 deaths from all causes for Belfast are 
2 from enteric fever, 2 from scarlet fever, and 18 from diarrhoeal dsseases. Of the 19 deaths from 
all causes for Cork one is from whooping-cough and 2 are from diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 
2 years. Of the 14 deaths recorded for Londonderry one is from scarlet fever and one from diarrhcea ;

Ia the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 194102 boys 
and 92 girls—and the deaths to 141-66. males and 75 females.

Thirteen deaths were caused by cancer, 11 by organic diseases of the heart, and 19 by bronchitis. 

Among deaths of infants under one year old, 4 were due to convulsions, one to simple meningitis, 
8 to bronchitis, one to broncho-pneumonia, 6 to diarrhea and enteritis, 2 to congenital malformations, 
6 to premature birth, and 2 to congenital debility. 

There were 3 accidental deaths, one case of homicidal and one of suicide,

The 
deaths from all causes appertaining to the undermentioned areas for last week and for the past four 
weeks, respectively, were equal to the following annual rates per 1,000 of the population :— 

Nineteen Town Districts, 14-2 and 15-5; Dublin ‘Registration Area, 12-5 and 16-9; Dublin City, 
12-6 and 16-4; Belfast, 14-4 and 14-8; Cork, 17:7 and 13-2; Londonderry, 15-3 and 15.0; Limerick, 
17-6 and 15°3; and Waterford, 11:4 and 16:1. 

The deaths* from certain epidemic diseases} registered in the 19 town districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 2-3 per 1,000. Among the 111 deaths from all causes for Belfast are 
6 from scarlet fever, one from diphtheria, and 18 from diarrhoeal diseases. Of the 26 deaths from all 
causes for Cork 4 are from diarrhcea and enteritis of children under 2 years. . The 6 deaths from all 
causes for Waterford include 2 from diarrhceal diseases, and one of the 7 deaths from all causes for 
Sligo is from whooping-cough. 


DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 


In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 215—121 boys 
and 94 girls—and the deaths to 106—51 males and 55 females. 

The deaths registered, omitting the deaths (numbering 9) of persons admitted into public institu- 
tions from localities outside the Area, represent an annual rate of mortality of 12-5 per 1,000 of the 
population. During the thirty-eight weeks ending with Saturday last, the death-rate averaged 22-8 
and was 1:8 above the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years, 1909-18. The rate 
for all deaths registered during the thirty-eight weeks was 24:7 and for the corresponding period of 
the preceding ten years 22-3. 

Of the 97 deaths appertaining to the Area, one was from each of enteric fever, scarlet fever and 
diphtheria, 4 were from dysentery, 10 from diarrhoeal diseases, and one from influenza. 

In the 3 preceding weeks deaths from enteric fever numbered 0, one, and one, deaths from scarlet 
fever 2, 0, and 0, deaths from diphtheria one, 0, and one, deaths from dysentery 0,2, and 3, deaths 
from diarrhceal diseases 40,25, and 9, and deaths from influenza one, 0, and one respectively. 

Deaths attributed to pneumonia were 5 (cc mprising one from broncho-pneumonia, one from 
lobar pneumonia, and 3 irom pneumonia, type not distinguished), as against 5, 10, and 7 in the 3 
weeks preceding. 

Tuberculous disease caused 12 deaths (comprising 10 from puimonary tuberculosis, one from 
tuberculous meningitis, and one from disseminated tuberculosis), as against 16, 23, and 17, in the three 
weeks preceding. 

Nine deaths were caused by cancer, 6 by organic diseases of the heart, and 2 by bronchitis. 

Among deaths of infants under one year old, one was due to convulsions, 9 to diarrhea and enteritis, 
2 to congenital malformations, 4 to premature birth, and 3 to congenital debility. 

There were 2 accidental deaths, and one case of homicide. 

Twenty-seven of the deaths registered during the week appertaining to the Area were those of 
children under 5 years of age, 21 being infants under one year, of whom 7 were under one month 
old, and 22 deaths were those of persons aged 65 and upwards, of whom 10 were 70 yeas of age 
or over. . ' 

Of the 97 deaths recorded, 54 occurred in hospitals and other public institutions. 

Details regarding deaths by diseases and ages in the Dublin Registration Area and tts component parts 
will be found in Tables III. and IV.

INFECTIOUS DISEASES IN EDINBURGH. 

The Registrar-General has been favoured by A. Maxwell Williamson, m.D., B.sc., Medical Officer of Health 
for Edinburgh, with a copy of his Return of Infectious Diseases notified during the week ended 20th September. 
From this Report it appears that of 70 cases notified, 33 were scarlet fever, 17 diphtheria, 11 pulmonary 
tuberculosis, 5 other forms of tuberculosis, 3 erysipelas, and one enteric fever. Among the 411 cases of 
infectious diseases in hospital at the close of the week were 149 of scarlet fever, 139 of pulmonary 
tuberculosis, 62 of diphtheria, 23 of measles, 9 of whooping-cough, 9 of ener 2% of enteric fever, and 
one of cerebro-spinal fever.

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DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA.—BirtTus.—In the Dublin Registration Area, which consists 
of the city of Dublin, and the urban districts of Rathmines and Rathgar, Pembroke, Blackrock, and 
Kingstown, there were registered during the thirteen weeks ended on Saturday, 27th September, 1919, 
2,546 births—1,344 boys and 1,202 girls—being equal to an annual rate of 25-1 in every 1,000 of the 
population. 


The number of births recorded for the city was 2,140, equivalent to an annual rate of 27-6 in every 
1,000 of the population ; and for the urban districts named above, 496, equal to an annual rate of 17-2 
in every 1,000 of the population. 


During the same period the births in London were equivalent to an annual rate of 18-7 per 1,000 
of the population ; in Glasgow the birth-rate was 22-4 per 1,000, and in Edinburgh 17-0 per 1,000. 


Drarus.—Omitting the deaths (129) referred to localities outside the Dublin Registration Area, 
the deaths for the Area, numbering 1,429, were equivalent to an annual rate of 14-1 per 1,000 of the 
estimated population, the average rate for the corresponding period of the previous 10 years being 
17-8. The total number of deaths registered in the Dublin Registration Area during the quarter was 
1,558—778 males and 780 females—affording an annual ratio of 15-4 in every 1,000 of the estimated 
population, as compared with 18-8 per 1,000 for the third quarter of the ten years, 1909-1918. 


The number of deaths of inhabitants* of the North City districts registered last quarter was 590, 
representing an annual mortality of 13-6 in every 1,000 of the population ; and the number in the 
South City districts was 581 equivalent to a rate of 15-7 per 1,000. For the urban districts the 
number of deaths registered was 293, being equal to an annual death-rate of 12-4 in every 1,000. 


The deaths among civilians in London during the same period were equivalent to an annual rate of 
mortality of 10-3 in every 1,000 of the civil population ; in Glasgow the death-rate was 10-6 per 
1,000 of the total population, and in Edinburgh the annual rate was 10-8 per 1,000. 


* The death-rates referring to the several Dublin districts have been calculated on the mortality for the respective 
districts as corrected by the distribution of deaths in public institutions according to the localities from which the 
deceased persons were admitted. 
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CAUSES OF DEATH IN DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 


The number of deaths from the principal epidemic diseases* registered in the Dublin Registration 
Area during last quarter was 218, being equal to an annual rate of 2-15 per 1,000 of the population. 


Enteric Fever.—During the period the deaths of 8 persons were registered, the average for the 
third quarter of the 5 years, 1914-18, being 10. 


The hospital statistics show that 31 cases of enteric fever were admitted, 8 were discharged, and 
two deaths occurred in hospital. ' 


TypuHus.—There was no record of mortality from typhus. 
SmarL-Pox.—No case of small-pox was notified to the Public Health authorities. 


Mrastes.—The deaths from measles were 3 in number, the average being 11. 


Sixty-five cases were admitted to hospital, 75 were discharged, one death was reported, and only 
2 cases remained under treatment at the end of the period. 


ScarLer Fuver.—Four deaths were registered, the average being 6. From Table I. it appears 
that 234 cases of scarlet fever were admitted to hospital, 165 were discharged, 5 deaths took place in 
hospital, and 110+ cases remained under treatment. 


Wxoopinc-coucH.—Not one death from this disease was registered. 


Diputuerta.—The number of deaths from diphtheria was 6, and the average 11. During the 
period 49 cases were admitted to hospital, 35 were discharged, 4 died in hospital, and 24 remained under 
treatment on the 27th September. 


Dysrentery.—The deaths of 12 persons were attributed to dysentery. 


DIARRH@AL Diseases (other than Dysentery.)—Altogether the deaths of 185 persons were caused 
‘by diarrhoeal diseases ; of this figure 170 were deaths of infants under 2 years of age, as compared with 
the average, 179. In the three preceding quarters, deaths of infants from these conditions numbered 
55, 40, and 33 respectively. 


InFLUENZA.—The mortality from influenza. declined from 155 in the June quarterly period to 
13 deaths in the period under notice. In the March quarter of the present year there were 731 deaths 
from this disease and 1,210 in the December quarter of 1918. 


CEREBRO-SPINAL FrveR.—Three deaths from this cause were registered.. 


TuBERCULOSIS.—Altogether the deaths of 234 persons were caused by tuberculosis ; this figure 
includes the deaths of 24 persons, who did not belong to the Dublin Registration Area. The total is 
represented by a rate of 2°31 per 1,000 of the population of the Area estimated to the middle of the year. 
The average number of deaths from tuberculosis in the corresponding period of the 5 preceding years 
is 324, so that even allowing for an increasing population, the mortality for the quarter is on the 
favourable side. 


Of the total (234),there were 158 deaths from pulmonary tuberculosis, 17 from tuberculous meningitis, 
17 from abdominal tuberculosis, 4 from tuberculosis of the spinal column, 8 from tuberculosis of joints, 
8 from tuberculosis of other organs and 22 deaths from disseminated tuberculosis. 


The death rate in the Area from tuberculosis, exclusive of non-residents, ‘was 2-07 per 1,000 ; in 
North Dublin City it was 2.11 per 1,000, in South Dublin City it was 2-28 per 1,000, and in the urban 
districts it was 1-69 per 1,000. 


CANCER.—The total deaths from cancer (135) include the deaths of 23 persons non-resident in the 
Area. The total is equal to a rate of 1-33 per 1,000, the rates in each of the 3 preceding quarterly 
periods being 1.30, 1.39 and 1.16 per 1,000 respectively. The average number of deaths from cancer 
in the September quarter of the 5 years, 1914-1918, was 121. 


PyeumMonrA.—Deaths from pneumonia in the 3 preceding quarterly periods were 604, 552, and 
195; in the period under notice deaths under this heading declined to 83 (including 27 from broncho-

pneumonia, 9 from lobar pneumonia, and 47 from pneumonia (type not distinguished), The total is 
under the average for the corresponding quarterly period, namely, 102, and is equal to an annual rate 
of 0:80 per 1,000 of the estimated population of the Area. 


It appears from Table I. that 64 cases were admitted to hospital, 60 were discharged, there were 
13 deaths and 12 cases remained under treatment at the close of the period. 


DISEASES OF BRAIN AND NERvous System.—Under this general heading the deaths of 159 persons 
were classified, equal to an annual rate of 1-57 per 1,000 and below the average (171) by 12. 
The total includes the deaths of 34 children under 5 years of age from convulsions. 


DISEASES OF THE CrrcuLATORY SystEM.—The deaths numbered 137, and are represented by the 
rate of 1-35 per 1,000, being 40 below the average (177) for the corresponding period of the 5 years, 
1914-1918. 





Broncuitis.—There were 86 deaths from bronchitis as compared with the average (114) and the 
deaths in the 3 preceding quarters 283, 598 and 228 respectively. 


| 
ConcGENITAL Conpitions.—Fifteen deaths were from congenital malformations, 47 from prematurity, 
and 31 were ascribed to congenital debility. 


. VioLENCE.—Among the deaths from violence were. two from homicide, one from suicide, and 35 
attributed to accident or negligences including 13 caused by drowning, 7 by vehicles or horses, 2 by 
burns and scalds, one by poison and one on a railway.

In 32 instances the cause of death was uncertified, there having been no medical attendant during 
the last illness. Of the 32 cases, 18 (or. 56-3 per cent.) were deaths of children under 5 years of age. 
Of the deaths of 122 infants under one month old registered, there were 11 (or 9-0 per cent.) regarding 
which the cause was uncertified. 


From Table III., page 3$0f, it will be seen that the annual rate represented by the mortality 
from the principal epidemic diseases}.in the Dublin Registration Area was 2-1 per 1,000, that in the 
City it was 2-5, and in the urban districts 0-9, the rates for the several districts varying from 0-6 in 
Rathmines and Rathgar, to 5-4 in South City, No. 4, the 169 deaths from all causes for that 
district including one from diphtheria, 10 from dysentery and 33 from diarrhea! diseases. 


Occupations.—In Table IV., page 390g, it will be observed that the deaths in families of 
the ‘‘ Professional and Independent Class ’’ were equal to an annual rate of 13-4 per 1,000 of the persons 
in that class according to the Census of 1911; the rate for the “ Middle Class” was 13-2 per 1,000: 
among the ‘“‘ Artisan Class and Petty Shopkeepers ” it was 11-3; and in the ‘‘ General Service Class ”” 
it was 15-2. 


Agrs.—Of the 1,558 persons whose deaths were registered in the Dublin Registration Area during 
the quarter, 435 were under 5 years of age, including 335 infants under one year of age, the latter repre- 
senting a rate of 132 per 1,000 births registered. The number of deaths of children under 5 years of 
age is equal to an annual mortality of 42-5 in every 1,000 children at that age (according to the Census 
of 1911), the deaths of persons between the ages of 5 and 15 representing an annual rate of 3-6 per 
1,000 persons at that age-period ; those between the ages of 15 and 25 were equivalent to an annual 
rate of 4-8 per 1,000, the total number under 25 years being equal to an annual mortality of 12-4 per 
1,000 of the population at that age-period (according to the Census of 1911) ; for those between 25 and 
45 the rate was 6-8; for those between 45 and 65 it was 25-9 ; among persons between 65 and 75 the 
rate was 46-4; and among those aged 75 and upwards the average annual death rate was 123-7 per 
1,000. The deaths of 8 persons aged 90 years and upwards were registered.

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Pustic Instrrutions.—Of the 1,558 deaths recorded during the quarter, 675, or 43-3 per cent., 
occurred in public institutions, viz., 443 in the various hospitals, prisons, and lunatic asylums ; 227 
in the Dublin Union Workhouse; and 5 (those of persons admitted from within the Dublin 
Registration Area) in the Rathdown Union Workhouse. 


WeratHEer.—lhe mean temperature for thirteen weeks, deducted from the mean weekly tem- 
perature as returned from the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, was 56-1°. At Greenwich it was 
61-2°; at Glasgow, 55-8°; and at Edinburgh, 55-5°. 


The rainfall at Dublin during the thirteen weeks measured 5-20 inches; at Greenwich it was 5-67 
inches ; at Glasgow, 5°94 inches ; and at Edinburgh, 4°48 inches. 


NINETEEN PRINCIPAL TOWN DISTRICTS OF IRELAND. 


As shown in Table II., the annual death-rate represented by the deaths from all causes registered 
during last quarter in the Dublin Registration Area and eighteen of the principal urban districts of 
Ireland (exclusive of deaths in public institutions of persons admitted from without the districts), was 
13-3 per 1,000 of the population, the respective rates for the several districts being as follows, ranging 
in order from the lowest to the highest :—Newry, 9:7; Wexford, 10-1; Portadown, 10-2; Tralee, 
10:9; Kilkenny, 11-0; Sligo, 11-8; Lisburn, 11-9; Drogheda, 12:2; Limerick, 12-5; Belfast, 
12-7; Cork, 12-9; Lurgan, 13-1; Dundalk, 13-1; Ballymena, 13-7; Londonderry, 13-8; Dublin 
Registration Area, 14-1; Clonmel, 14-9; Waterford, 15-4; and Galway, 17:2. 


The annual rate represented by the deaths from the principal epidemic diseases* in the 19 districts 
is 1-7 per 1,000 of the population, the rates varying from 0-0 in three of the districts to 2,3 in Waterford, 
the 106 deaths from all causes in that district, including one from enteric fever and 15 from diarrhceal 
diseases. 


The following is a synopsis of the mortality from the principal epidemic diseases* in the eighteen 
provincial urban districts, already named, and Tables II. and V. give in detail the results of the 
registration for the quarter :— 


Enteric Fever.—Of 9 deaths from this disease, 6 appertained to Belfast, one to Waterford and 
2 to Dundalk. 


TypHus.—No deaths from this cause were returned. 
SMALL-Pox.—No case of this disease was reported. 


Meastes—Four deaths were returned for Lisburn and one for each of Belfast, Londonderry, 
Ballymena, and Sligo. 


ScarRLet Fever.—Of 30 deaths, 29 belonged to Belfast and one to Londonderry. 


WHOoOoPING-coUGH.—There were 2 deaths for Clonmel and one for each of Belfast, Cork, London- 
derry, Newry, Ballymena and Sligo. 


DipHTHERIA.—Of 15 deaths from this disease, 7 were residents of Cork, 6 of Belfast, and one of each 
of Limerick and Newry. 


DiarrHeaL Diseases.—Included under this heading are 102 deaths from diarrhoea and enteritis 
of children under 2 years belonging to Belfast, 16 to Cork, and 11 to Waterford. 


PuLMoNARY TUBERCULOSIS.—The annual death-rate from pulmonary tuberculosis for the 19 towns 
in the aggregate was 1-5 per 1,000 of the estimated population ; for the Dublin Registration Area it 
was 1-4 per 1,000 ; for Belfast county borough 1-6 per 1,000, and for the urban districts collectively 
(not including Dublin Registration Area and Belfast) it was 1°6.

NINETEEN TOWN DISTRICTS. 


The Births and Deaths* registered in the Dublin Registration Area and in the eighteen principal 
provincial Urban Districts of Ireland, with the annual rates per 1,000 of the population represented 
thereby, which, for the purposes of these Returns, is estimated at 1,142,268, are givenin Table II. The 
deaths from all causes appertaining to the undermentioned areas for last week and for the past four 
weeks, respectively, were equal to the following annual rates per 1,000 of the population :— 

Nineteen Town Districts, 14-9 and 14:6; Dublin Registration Area, 15:7 and 15-1; Dublin City, 
16:1 and 15-5; Belfast, 13-9 and 14-0; Cork, 18:4 and 16:3; Londonderry, 17:8 and 14.3; Limerick, 
13-5 and 15°2;. and Waterford, 17-l.and,15°2. | 

The deaths* from certain epidemic diseasest registered in the 19 town districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 2-1 per 1,000. Among the 107 deaths from all causes for Belfast are 
4 from scarlet fever, one from dysentery, and 15 from diarrheal diseases. Of the 27 deaths from all 
causes for Cork, one is from whooping cough, 2 are from diphtheria and 2 from diarrhoea and enteritis of 
children under 2 years. The 9 deaths from all causes for Waterford include 2 from diarrhoea and 
enteritis of children under 2 years. Two of the 5 deaths from all causes for Lurgan are from 
diarrhcea and enteritis of children under 2 years, and the 5 deaths from all causes for Wexford include 
one from whooping-cough and one from diarrhoea and enteritis of a child under 2 years. 


DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 


In the Dublin Registration Areathe births registered during the week amounted to 199—99 boys, 
and 100 girls—and the deaths to 134 —57 males and 77 females. 

The deaths registered, omitting the deaths (numbering 12) of persons admitted into public institu- 
tions from localities outside the Area, represent an annual rate of mortality of 15-7 per 1,000 of the 
population. During the forty weeks ending with Saturday last, the death-rate averaged 22:5 
and was 1:6 above the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years, 1909-18. The rate 
for all deaths registered during the forty weeks was 24°3 and for the corresponding period of the 
preceding ten years 22-2. | 

Of the 122 deaths appertaining to the Area, 2 were from scarlet fever, one from diphtheria, 8 from 
diarrhcea and enteritis of children under 2 years, and 2 from influenza 

In the 3 preceding weeks deaths from scarlet fever numbered 0, one, and one ; deaths from 
diphtheria one, one, and 0; deaths from diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years 7, 9, and 9, 
and deaths from influenza 0, one, and 0. 

Deaths attributed to pneumonia were 6 (comprising 4 from broncho-pneumonia, and 2 from 
pneumonia, type not distinguished), as against 7, 5, and 5 in the 3 weeks preceding. 

Tuberculous disease caused 21 deaths (comprising 14 from puimonary tuberculosis, and 7 from 
other forms of tuberculous disease), as against 17, 12, and 12, in the three weeks preceding. 

Ten deaths were caused by cancer, 10, by organic diseases of the heart, and 8 by bronchitis. 

Among deaths of infants under one year old, one was due to convulsions, 6 to diarrhoea and 
enteritis, 3 to premature birth and 4 to congenital debility. 

There were 2 accidental deaths, one of which was by drowning. 

Thirty-one of the deaths registered during the week appertaining to the Area were those of 
children under 5 years of age, 20 being infants under one year, of whom 7 were under one month 
old, and 34 deaths were those of persons aged 65 and upwards, of whom 21 were 70 years of age 
or over. 

Of the 12% deaths recorded, 42 occurred in hospitals and other public institutions. 

Details regarding deaths by diseases and ages in the Dublin Registration Area and tts component parts 

will be found in Tables III. and IV.

ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND, 


The mortality among civilians for the week ended 4th October, in London was 12°3 per 1,000 of 
the estimated civil population. 

The average rate for 16 principal towns of Scotland was 10-8 per 1,000 persons living, the rate for 
Glasgow being 10-1 and for Edinburgh 10-1. 

INFECTIOUS DISEASES IN EDINBURGH. 

The Registrar-General has been favoured by A. Maxwell Williamson. M.p., B.sc., Medical Officer of Health 
for Edinburgh, with a copy of his Return of Infectious Diseases notified during the week ended 4th October. 
From this Report it appears that of the cases notified, 38 were scarlet fever, 19 diphtheria, 11 pulmonary 
tuberculosis,3 other forms of tuberculosis, 3 puerperal fever, and 3 erysipelas, Among the 467 cases of 
infectious diseases in hospital at the close of the week were 197 of scarlet fever, 142 of pulmonary 
tuberculosis, 69 of diphtheria, 17 of measles, 10 of erysipelas, 8 of whooping-cough, 2 of enteric fever, 
2 of puerperal fever, and one of cerebro-spinal fever.

CasEs OF INFECTIOUS DisEASES UNDER TREATMENT IN DUBLIN HOSPITALS. 


Table IX. exhibits the number of cases of certain infectious diseases treated in the Dublin Hospitals 
during the week ended 4th October, 1919, and the number under treatment at the close of each of the 
3 preceding weeks. 

From this it appears that the cases admitted to hospital during the week and the cases under treatment 
at its close, respectively, were as follows :—Enteric fever 6 and 24; scarlet fever 40 and 132*; and 
diphtheria 12 and 26. Five cases of pneumonia were admitted during the week and 13 remained under 
treatment at its close, Of the deaths in hospital during the week 2 were from scarlet fever and 2 from 
diphtheria,

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NINETEEN TOWN DISTRICTS. 


The Births and Deaths* registered in the Dublin Registration Area and in the eighteen principal 
provincial Urban Districts of Ireland, with the annual rates per 1,000 of the population represented 
thereby, which, for the purposes of these Returns, is estimated at 1,142,268, are givenin Table II. The 
deaths from all causes appertaining to the undermentioned areas for last week and for the past four 
weeks, respectively, were equal to the following annual rates per 1,000 of the population :— 

Nineteen Town Districts, 13-4 and 14:2; Dublin Registration Area, 14-4 and 14-4; Dublin City, 
14-9 and 14-9; Belfast, 13-5 and 14-1; Cork, 16:3 and 17-2; Londonderry, 14-0 and 13.4; Limerick, 
12-2 and 13°5; and Waterford, 7°6 and 13°3. 

The deaths* from certain epidemic diseases} registered in the 19 town districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 1-2 per 1,000. Among the 104 deaths from all causes for Belfast are 
one from enteric fever, one from measles, one from scarlet fever, one from whooping cough, one from 
dysentery, and 4 from diarrhceal diseases. Of the 24 deaths from all causes for Cork, 2 are from 

diphtheria and one from diarrhoea and enteritis of a child under 2 years, and of the 9 deaths from all 
causes for Limerick, 2 are from diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years. 


DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 


In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 251—132 boys 
and 119 girls—and the deaths to 119—-56 males and 63 females. 

The deaths registered, omitting the deaths (numbering 7) of persons admitted into public institu- 
tions from iocalities outside the Area, represent an annual rate of mortality of 14-4 per 1,000 of the 
population. During the forty-one weeks ending with Saturday last, the death-rate averaged 22-3 
and was 1-4 above the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years, 1909-18. The rate 
for all deaths registered during the forty-one weeks was 24'1 and for the corresponding period of 
the preceding ten years 22-1. 

Of the 112 deaths appertaining to the Area, one was from scarlet fever, one from diphtheria, 2 from 
dysentery, 8 from diarrhoeal diseases, and 2 from influenza. 

In the 3 preceding weeks deaths from scarlet fever numbered one, one, and 2; deaths from 
diphtheria one, 0, and one; deaths from dy entery 4, 3, and 0; deaths from diarrhceal diseases 
10, 9, and 8, and deaths from influenza one, 0, ana 2. 

Deaths attributed to pneumonia-were 6 (comprising one from broncho-pneumonia, 3 from 
lobar pneumonia, ani 2 from pneumonia, type not distinguished), as against 5, 5, and 6 in the 3 weeks 
preced'ng. | 

Tuberculous disease caused 20 deaths (comprising 10 from puimonary tuberculosis, 3 from 
tuberculous meningitis, and 7 from other forms of tuberculous disease), as against 12, 12, and 21, in 
the three weeks preceding. 

Seven deaths were caused by cancer, 2 by meningitis, 6 by organic diseases of the heart, and 13 
by bronchitis. 

Among deaths of infants under one year old, 2 were due to convulsions, 5 to diarrhoea and 
enteritis, one to congenital malformation, 4 to premature birth and one to congenital debility. 

Nineteen of the deaths registered during the week appertaining to the Area were those of 
children under 5 years of age, 16 being infants under one year, of whom 7 were under one month 
old, and 37 deaths were those of persons aged 65 and upwards, of whom 28 were 70 years of age 

or over. 
. Of the 112 deaths recorded, 49 occurred in hospitals and other public institutions,

_ InFrectious DISEASES IN EDINBURGH. 

The Registrar-General has been favoured by A. Maxwell Williamson, M.D., B.sc., Medical Officer of Health 
for Edinburgh, with a copy of his Return of Infectious Diseases notified during the week ended 11th October. 
From this Report it appears that of 96 cases notified, 55 were scarlet fever, 18 diphtheria, 14 pulmonary 
tuberculosis, 5 other forms of tuberculosis, and 4 erysipelas. Among the 501 cases of infectious diseases 
in hospital at the close of the week were 236 of scarlet fever, 139 of pulmonary tuberculosis, 70 of 
diphtheria, 17 of measles, 8 of erysipelas, 8 of whooping-cough, 2 of enteric fever, 2 of puerperal fever, 
and one of cerebro-spinal fever.

Among the 573 
cases of infectious diseases in hospital at the close of the week were 310 of scarlet fever, 141 of 
pulmonary tuberculosis, 69 of diphtheria, 12 of measles, 9 of erysipelas, 5 of whooping-cough, and 2 of

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NINETEEN TOWN DISTRICTS. 


The Births and Deaths* registered in the Dublin Registration Area and in the eighteen principa} 
provincial Urban Districts of Ireland, with the annual rates per 1,000 of the population represented 
thereby, which, for the purposes of these Returns, is estimated at 1,142,268, are givenin Table II]. The 
deaths from all causes appertaining to the undermentioned areas for last week and for the past four 
weeks, respectively, were equal to the following annual rates per 1,000 of the population :— 

Nineteen Town Districts, 14:6 and 14:4; Dublin Registration Area, 15:2 and 15-2 ; Dublin City, 
16-3 and 16-1; Belfast, 15-1 and 14-0; Cork, 17:7 and 18-0; Londonderry, 14-0 and 16.5; Limerick, 
12-2 and 13°2; and Waterford, 17:1 and 13°8. 

The deaths* from certain epidemic diseases} registered in the 19 town districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 1-2 per 1,000. Among the 116 deaths from all causes for Belfast are 
12 from scarlet fever, and 3 from diarrhoeal diseases. Of the 26 deaths from all causes for Cork, 2 are 
from diarrhcea and enteritis of children under 2 years, and one of the 8 deaths recorded for Dundalk is. 
from diphtheria. The 2 deaths recorded for Tralee were caused by typhus. 


DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 


In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 163—177 boys. 
and 86 girls—and the deaths to 130—72 males and 58 females. 

The deaths registered, omitting the deaths (numbering 12) of persons admitted into public institu- 
tions from localities outside the Area, represent an annual rate of mortality of 15-2 per 1,000 of the 
population. During the forty-three weeks ending with Saturday last, the death-rate averaged 21-9 
and was 1-0 above the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years, 1909-18. The rate 
for all deaths registered during the forty-three weeks was 23'7 and for the corresponding period of 
the preceding ten years 22-1. 

Of the 118 deaths appertaining to the Area, one was from each of enteric fever, whooping-cough 
and diphtheria, 3 were from diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years, and 2 from influenza. 

In the 3 preceding weeks, deaths from diphtheria numbered one, one, and 0; deaths from 
diarrhea and enteritis of children under 2 years 8, 6 and 8, and deaths fiom influenza, 2, 2, and 0, 
respectively. There were no deaths from enteric fever or whooping-cough in the three preceding weeks. 

Deaths attributed to pneumonia were 4 (comprising 3 from broncho-pneumonia and one from 
lobar pneumonia), as against 6, 6 and 8 in the three weeks preceding. 

Tuberculous disease caused 22 deaths (comprising 17 from puimonary tuberculosis, 3 from 
tuberculous meningitis, and 2 from other forms of tuberculous disease), as against 21, 20, and 15, in 
the three weeks preceding. 

Ten deaths were caused by cancer, 12 by organic diseases of the heart, and 10 by bronchitis. 

Among deaths of infants under one year old, one was due to convulsions, 2 were due to diarrhea 
and enteritis, 2 to premature birth, and six to congenital debility. 

There were 5 accidental deaths, and one case of homicide. 

Twenty-six of the deaths registered during the week appertaining to the Area were those of 
children under 5 years of age, 18 being infants under one year, of whom 6 were under one month 
old, and 30 deaths were those of persons aged 65 and upwards, of whom 2] were 70 years of age 


or over. 
Of the 118 deaths recorded, 50 occurred in hospitals and other public institutions.

The mortality among civilians for the week ended 25th October, in 96 large English towns (including 
London, in which the rate was 16-3 was equal to an average annual death rate of 13-7 per 1,000 of the 
estimated civil population. . 

The average death rate for 16 principal towns of Scotland was 11-1 per 1,000 persons living, the rate 
for Glasgow being 11-0 and for Edinburgh 14-4. 

INFECTIOUS DISEASES IN EDINBURGH. 

The Registrar-General has been favoured by A. Maxwell Williamson, M.D., B.sC., Medical Officer of Health 
fot Edinburgh, with a copy of his Return of Infectious Diseases notified during the week ended 25th October. 
From this Report it appears that of 134 cases notified, 95 were scarlet fever, 22 diphtheria, 12 pulmonary 
tuberculosis, one other form of tuberculosis, and 4 erysipelas. Among the 622 cases of infectious diseases 
in hospital at the close of the week were 356 of scarlet fever, 143 of pulmonary tuberculosis, 79 of 
diphtheria, 16 of measles, 6 of erysipelas, 5 of whooping-cough, and 2 of puerperal fever.

DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 


In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 233—120 boys 
and 113 girls—and the deaths to 149—73 males and 76 females. 

The deaths registered, omitting the deaths (numbering 11) of persons admitted into public institu- 
tions from localities outside the Area, represent an annual rate of mortality of 17-8 per 1,000 of the 
population. During the forty-four weeks ending with Saturday last, the death-rate averaged 21-9 
and was 1-0 above the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years, 1909-18. The rate 
for all deaths registered during the forty-four weeks was 23°6 and for the corresponding period of 
the preceding ten years 22-2. 

Of the 138 deaths appertaining to the Area, one was from each of measles and scarlet fever, 2 were 
from diphtheria, 2 from dysentery, 5 were from diarrheal diseases, and one was from influenza. 

In the 3 preceding weeks, deaths from scarlet fever were one, 0 and 0 ; from diphtheria one, 0 and 
one ; deaths from dysentery, 2, one and 0; deaths from diarrhoeal diseases 9, 7 and 3, and deaths from 
_ influenza, 2, 0 and 2, respectively. There were no deaths from measles in the three preceding weeks, 

Deaths attributed to pneumonia were 5 (comprising 2 from broncho-pneumonia and 3 from 
pneumonia, type not distinguished), as against 6, 8 and 4 in the three weeks preceding. 

Tuberculous disease caused 19 deaths (comprising 15 from puimonary tuberculosis, and 4 
from other forms of tuberculous disease), as against 20, {5, and 22, in the three weeks preceding. 

Twelve deaths were caused by cancer, 21 by organic diseases of the heart, and 14 by bronchitis. 

Among deaths of infants under one year old, 3 were due to convulsions, one to broncho-pneumonia, 
3 were due to diarrhwa and enteritis, 5 to premature birth, and 3 to congenital debility. 

There were 4 accidental deaths, and one case of suicide, 

Twenty-six of the deaths registered during the week appertaining to the Area were those of 
children under 5 years of age, 18 being infants under one year, of whom 10 were under one month 
old, and 33 deaths were those of persons aged 65 and upwards, of whom 27 were 70 years of age 
or over.

From this Report it appears that of 147 cases notified, 102 were scarlet fever, 27 diphtheria, 8 pulmonary 
tuberculosis, 5 other forms of tuberculosis, and 5 erysipelas. Among the 689 cases of infectious diseases 
in hospital at the close of the week were 418 of scarlet fever, 140 of pulmonary tuberculosis, 87 of 
diphtheria. 17 of measles, 5 of whooping-cough, 3 of erysipelas, and 2 of puerperal fever.

NINETEEN TOWN DISTRICTS. 


The Birthe and Deaths* registered in the Dublin Registration Area and in the eighteen principal 
provincial Urban Districts of Ireland, with the annual rates per 1,000 of the population represented 
thereby, which, for the purposes of these Returns, is estimated at 1,142,268, are givenin Table II. The 
deaths from all causes appertaining to the undermentioned areas for last week and for the past four 
weeks, respectively, were equal to the following annual rates per 1,000 of the population :— 

Nineteen Town Districts, 16-0 and 15-1; Dublin Registration Area, 12-7 and 15-3 ; Dublin City, 
13-1 and 16-2: Belfast, 20-7 and 16-1; Cork, 15:0 and 17-2; Londonderry, 19-1 and 17-5; Limerick, 
20°3 and 14:6; and Waterford, 7°6 and 13°8. 

The deaths* from certain epidemic diseases} registered in the 19 town districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 1-5 per 1,000. Among the 159 deaths from all causes for Belfast 
are 4 from measles, 10 from scarlet fever and 7 from diarrhoeal diseases. Of the 15 deaths from all 
causes for Londonderry, one is from scarlet fever, and 2 are from diarrhoea and enteritis of children 
under 2 years, and one of the 3 deaths recorded for Lisburn is from diphtheria. 


DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 


In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 216—115 boys 
and 101 girls—and the deaths to 109—54 males and 55 females. 

The deaths registered, omitting the deaths (numbering 10) of persons admitted into public institu- 
tions from localities outside the Area, represent an annual rate of mortality of 12:7 per 1,000 of the 
population. During the forty-five weeks ending with Saturday last, the death-rate averaged 21-7 
and was 0-7 above the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years, 1909-18. The rate 
for all deaths registered during the forty-five weeks was 23°4 and for the corresponding period of 
the preceding ten years 22-3. 

Of the 99 deaths appertaining to the Area there were two from measles, one from diphtheria, and 
2 from diarrhwa and enteritis of children under 2 years. 

In the 3 preceding weeks, deaths from measles were 0, 0 and one ; from diphtheria 0, one and 2 ; 

- and deaths from diarrhcea and enteritis of children under 2 years, 6, 3 and 4, respectively. 

Deaths attributed to pneumonia were 10 (comprising 6 from broncho-pneumonia and 4 from 
pneumonia, type not distinguished), as against 8, 4 and 5 in the three weeks preceding. 

Tuberculous disease caused 13 deaths (comprising 7 from puimonary tuberculosis, One from 
tuberculous meningitis, and 5 from other forms of tuberculous disease), as against 15, 22, and 19, in 
the three weeks preceding. 

Seven deaths were caused by cancer, 10 by organic diseases of the heart, and 11 by bronchitis. 

Among deaths of infants under one year old, 2 were due to bronchitis, 2 to broncho-pneumonia, 
2 to diarthcea and enteritis, one to congenital malformation, 5 to premature birth, and one to congenital 
debility. } 

There were 3 accidental deaths, 

Twenty-seven of the deaths registered during the week appertaining to the Area were those of 
children under 5 years of age, 19 being infants under one year, of whom 7 were under one month 
old, and 22 deaths were those of persons aged 65 and upwards, of whom 14 were 70 years of age 
or over. 

Of the 99 deaths recorded, 44 occurred in hospitals and other public institutions.

The mortality among civilians for the week ended 8th November, in 96 large English towns (including 
London, in which the rate was 15-1 was equal to an average annual death rate of 13-4 per 1,000 of the 
estimated civil population.

INFECTIOUS DISEASES IN EDINBURGH. 

The Registrar-General has been favoured by A. Maxwell Williamson, M.D., B.8c., Medical Officer of Health 
for Edinburgh, with a copy of his Return of Infectious Diseases notified during the week ended 8th November. 
From this Report it appears that of 106 cases notified, 64 were scarlet fever, 21 diphtheria, 6 pulmonary 
tuberculosis, 7 other forms of tuberculosis, 6 erysipelas, and 2 puerperal fever. Among the 695 cases of 
infectious diseases in hospital at the close of the week were 429 of scarlet fever, 135 of pulmonary 
tuberculosis, 87 of diphtheria.

The Births and Deaths* registered in the Dublin Registration Area and in the eighteen principal 
provincial Urban Districts of Ireland, with the annual rates per 1,000 of the population represented 
thereby, which, for the purposes of these Returns, is estimated at 1,142,268, are givenin Table IJ. The 
deaths from all causes appertaining to the undermentioned areas for last week and for the past four 
weeks, respectively, were equal to the following annual rates per 1,000 of the population :— 

Nineteen Town Districts, 18-4 and 16:3; Dublin Registration Area, 17-8 and 15-5; Dublin City, 
18°8 and 16-1; Belfast, 21-7 and 19-1; Cork, 14:3 and 15-0; Londonderry, 16-5 and 18-1; Limerick, 
27°1 and 18°3; and Waterford, 11°4 and 13°38. 

The deaths* from certain epidemic diseases} registered in the 19 town districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 1-6 per 1,000. Among the 167 deaths from all causes for Belfast 
are one from enteric fever, 9 from measles, 8 from scarlet fever, 2 from diphtheria, and 2 from diarrheal 
diseases. Of the 13 deaths from all causes for Londonderry, one is from scarlet fever, and one from 
diarrhcea and enteritis of a child under 2 years. 


DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 


In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 184—96 boys 
and 88 girls—and the deaths to 144—62 males and 82 females. 

The deaths registered, omitting the deaths (numbering 6) of persons admitted into public institu- 
tions from iocalities outside the Area, represent an annual rate of mortality of 17-8 per 1,000 of the 
population. During the forty-seven weeks ending with Saturday last, the death-rate averaged 21-4 
and was 0:4 above the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years, 1909-18. The rate 
for all deaths registered during the forty-seven weeks was 23:1 and for the corresponding period of 
the preceding ten years 22-3. 

Of the 138 deaths appertaining to the Area there was one from measles, 2 were from scarlet fever, 
one from diphtheria, and 5 from diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years. 

In the 3 preceding weeks, deaths from measles were one, 2, and one ; from scarlet fever one, 0, and 
one ; from diphtheria 2, one, and 0, and from diarrhcea and enteritis of children under 2 years, 4, 2, 
and & respectively. 

Deaths attributed to pneumonia were 14 (comprising 8 from broncho-pneumonia, 2 from lobar 
pneumonia and 4 from pneumonia, type not distinguished), as against 5, 10 and 8 in the three weeks 
preceding. 

Tuberculous disease caused 13 deaths (comprising 11 from pulmonary tuberculosis, one from 
tuberculous meningitis, and one from abdominal tuberculosis), as against 19, 13, and 20, in the three 
weeks preceding. 

Twelve deaths were caused by cancer, 12 by organic diseases of the heart, and 16 by bronchitis. 

Among deaths of infants under one year old, 6 were due to convulsions one to bronchitis, 3 to 
pneumonia, 5 to diarrhwa and enteritis, 2 to premature birth, and one to congenital debility. 

There were 2 accidental deaths both of which were due to burns. 

Twenty-nine of the deaths registered during the week appertaining to the Area were those of 
children under 5 years of age, 19 being infants under one year, of whom 4 were under one month 
old, and 35 deaths were those of persons aged 65 and upwards, of whom 23 were 70) years of age 


or over. 
Of the 138 deaths recorded, 49 occurred in hospitals and other public institutions.

The mortality among civilians for the week ended 22nd November, in 96 large English towns (including 
London, in which the rate was 14-7 was equal to an average annual death rate of 14-8 per 1,000 of the 
estimated civil population. 

The average death rate for 16 principal towns of Scotland was 18-6 per 1,000 persons living, the rate 
for Glasgow being 19-9 and for Edinburgh 18-6. 


INFECTIOUS DISEASES IN EDINBURGH. 


The Registrar-General has been favoured by A. Maxwell Williamson, m.pD., B.sc., Medical Officer of Health 
for Edinburgh, with a copy of his Return of Infectious Diseases notified during the week ended 22nd November. 
From this Report it appears that of 103 cases notified, 67 were scarlet fever, 19 diphtheria, 11 pulmonary 
tuberculosis, 5 other forms of tuberculosis, and one puerperal fever. Among the 733 cases of infectious 
diseases in hospital at the close of the week were 455 of scarlet fever, 126 of pulmonary tuberculosis, 
103 of diphtheria, 14 of measles, 8 of erysipelas, and 3 of whooping-cough.

The rate 
for all deaths registered during the forty-eight weeks was 23:0 and for the corresponding period of 
the preceding ten years 22-3. 

Of the 117 deaths appertaining to the Area there was one from scarlet fever, one from diarrhea 
and enteritis of a child under 2 years, and 4 were from influenza.

Among deaths of infants under one year old, one was due to influenza, 2 were due to convulsions, 
2 to bronchitis, one to broncho-pneumonia, one to diarrhoea and enteritis, 6 to premature birth, and 4 
to congenital debility. 

There were 2 accidental deaths. :

NINETEEN TOWN DISTRICTS. 


The Births and Deaths* registered’in the Dublin Registration Area and in the eighteen principal 
provincial Urban Districts of Ireland, with the annual rates per 1,000 of the population represented 
thereby, which, for the purposes of these Returns, is estimated at 1,142,268, are givenin Table II. The 
deaths from all causes appertaining to the undermentioned areas for last. week and for the past four 
weeks, respectively, were equal to the following annual rates per 1,000 of the population :— 

Nineteen Town Districts, 18-4 and 17:3; Dublin Registration Area, 17-6 and 16-0; Dublin City, 
19-S8and 17-2; Belfast, 22-0 and 20-0; Cork, 16:3 and 15-5; Londonderry, 19-1 and 19.4; Limerick, 
19:0 and 20°3; and Waterford, 22-8 and 16°6. : 

The deaths* from certain epidemic diseases} registered in the 19 town districts during last week 
were equal td an annual rate of 1-8 per 1,000. Among the 169 deaths from all causes for Belfast 
are 15 from measles, 9 from scarlet fever, one from diphtheria, and one from diarrhcea and enteritis 
of a child under 2 years. Included in the 24 deaths from all causes for Cork are two from whooping- 
cough ; and of the 14 deaths from all causes for Limerick, there is one death from each of enteric fever 


and diphtheria. 
DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 


In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 208—115 boys 
and 93 girls—and the deaths to 150—69 males and 81 females. . 

The deaths registered, omitting the deaths (numbering 13) of persons admitted into public institu- 
tions from localities: outside the Area, represent an annual rate of mortality of 17-6 per 1,000 of the 
population. During the forty-nine weeks ending with Saturday last, the death-rate averaged 21 -2 

-and was 0:2 above the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years, 1909-18. The rate 
for all deaths registered during the forty-nine weeks was 22°9 and for the corresponding period of 
the preceding ten years 22:3. 

Of the 137 deaths appertaining to the Area there was one from scarlet fever, 2 were from whooping-

In the 3 preceding weeks, deaths from scarlet fever were one, 2 and one ; deaths from diphtheria 
were 0, one and 0; and deaths from diarrhvea and enteritis of children under 2 years, 5; 4 and one 
respectively. There were no deaths from whooping-cough registered in the three preceding weeks. 

Deaths attributed to pneumonia were 9 (comprising 6 from broncho-pneumonia, one from lobar 
pneumonia, and 2 from pneumonia, type not distinguished), as against 8, 14, and 3 in the three weeks 
preceding.

There were 3 accidental deaths and one death by homicide.

The Registrar-General has been favoured by A. Maxwell Williamson, M.D., B.sc., Medical Officer of Health 
for Edinburgh, with a copy of his Return of Infectious Diseases notified during the week ended 6th December. 
From this Report it appears that of 95 cases notified, 48 were scarlet fever, 22 diphtheria, 12 pulmonary 
tuberculosis, 5 other forms of tuberculosis, and 8 erysipelas. Among the 704 cases of infectious diseases in 
hospital at the close of the week were 398 of scarlet fever, 134 of pulmonary tuberculosis, 104 of 
diphtheria, 15 of measles, 13 of erysipelas, and 3 of whooping-cough.

The Births and Deaths* registered in the Dublin Registration Area and in the eighteen principal 
provincial Urban District: of Ireland, with the annual rates per 1,000 of the population represented 
thereby, which, for the purposes of these Returns, is estimated at 1,142,268, are given in Table II. The 
deaths from all causes appertaining to the undermentioned areas for last week and for the past four 
weeks, respectively, were equal to the following annual rates per 1,000 of the population :— 

Nineteen Town Districts, 19-1 and 18:2; Dublin Registration Area, 17-1 and 17-3 ; Dublin City, 
17:8 and 18-3; Belfast, 24-1 and 21-0; Cork, 20-4 and 18:0; Londonderry, 20-3 and 21.3; Limerick, 
16°2 and 17°9; and Waterford, 17°1 and 15-7. 

The deaths* from certain epidemic diseases} registered in the 19 town districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 2-3 per 1,000. Among the 185 deaths from all causes for Belfast 

are one from enteric fever, 32 from measles, 4 from scarlet fever, one from diphtheria, and 2 from 
diarrhoea. Included’in the 30 deaths from all causes for Cork are 4 from diphtheria. Of the 16 
deaths from all causes for Londonderry one is from scarlet fever and one of a child under 2 years 
from diarrhcea and enteritis, and whooping-cough caused 2 of the 9 deaths from all causes for Waterford. 


DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 


In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 224—116 boys 
and 108 girls—and the deaths to 149—68 males and 81 females. 

The deaths registered, omitting the deaths (numbering 16) of persons admitted into public institu- 
tions from localities outside the Area, represent an annual rate of mortality of 17-1 per 1,000 of the 
population. During the fifty-one weeks ending with Saturday last, the death-rate averaged 21-1 
and was 0:1 above the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years, 1909-18. The rate 
for all deaths registered during the fifty-one weeks was 22°8, and for the corresponding period of the 
preceding ten years 22-3. 

Of the 133 deaths appertaining to the Area one was from whooping-cough, one was from 

' diphtheria, and one was from diarrhcea and enteritis of a child under 2 years. 

In the 3 preceding weeks, deaths from whooping-cough were 0, 2 and 2 ; deaths from diphtheria.~ 
were 0, one and one; and deaths from diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years, one, 5 and 
3 respectively. — 

There were 2 deaths from pneumonia, type not distinguished. 

Tuberculous disease caused 20 deaths (comprising 13 from pulmonary tuberculosis, one from 
tuberculous meningitis, and 6 from other forms of tuberculous disease), as against 19, 23, and 20, in 
the three weeks preceding. 

Hight deaths were caused by cancer, 16 by organic diseases of the heart, and 22 by bronchitis. 

Among deaths of infants under one year old, 2 were due to convulsions, 3 to bronchitis, one to 
diarrhoea and enteritis, one to congenital malformation, 4 to premature birth, and 4 to congenital 

- debility. 

There were 7 accidental deaths, 3 being by burns. 

Twenty-seven of the deaths registered during the week appertaining to the Area were those of 
children under 5 years of age, 19 being infants under one year, of whom 6 were under one month 
old, and 36 deaths were those of persons aged 65 and upwards, of whom 30 were 70 years of age 


or over. 
Of the 133 deaths recorded, 60 occurred in hospitals and other public institutions.

INFECTIOUS DISEASES IN EDINBURGH. 


The Registrar-General has been favoured by A. Maxwell Williamson, M.D., B.SC., Medical Officer of Health 
for Edinburgh, with a copy of his Return of Infectious Diseases notified during the week ended 20th December. 
From this Report it appears that of 103 cases notified, 53 were scarlet fever, 21 diphtheria, 19 pulmonary 
tuberculosis, 3 other forms of tuberculosis, and 7 erysipelas. Among the 640 cases of infectious diseases in 
hospital at the close of the week were 322 of scarlet fever, 142 of pulmonary tuberculosis, 127 of 
diphtheria, 12 of measles, 9 of erysipelas, 3 of whooping-cough, and one of puerperal fever.

| NINETEEN TOWN DISTRICTS. | 

The Births and Deaths* registered in the Dublin Registration Area and in the eighteen principal 
provincial Urban Districts of Ireland, with the annual rates per 1,000 of the population represented 
thereby, which, for the purposes of these Returns, is estimated at 1,142,268, are givenin Table II. The 
deaths from all causes appertaining to the undermentioned areas for last. week and for the past four 
weeks, respectively; were equal to the following annual rates per 1,000 of the population :— 

Nineteen Town Districts, 21-6 and 18-5; Dublin Registration Area, 20-0 and 17-1; Dublin City, 
19°8 and 17-6; Belfast. 25-6 and 22-7; Cork, 21:1 and 17:7; Londonderry, 15-3 and 18-8; Limerick. 
19°0 and 14°6; and Waterford, 13:3 and 11°9. 

The deaths* from certain epidemic diseases} registered in the 19 town districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 3-0 per 1,000. Among the 197 deaths from all causes for Belfast 
are 3 from enteric fever, one from typhus, 26 from measles, 8 from scarlet fever, one from whooping- 
cough, one from diphtheria, and 6 from diarrhoeal diseases. Of the 31. deaths from all causes for Cork 
2 are from diphtheria. One of the 12 deaths from all causes for Londonderry is also from diphtheria, 
Included in the 7 deaths from all causes for Waterford is one from enteric fever. Of the 8 deaths from 
all causes for Galway 2 are from whooping-cough. Among the 5 deaths from all causes for Lisburn is 
one from enteric fever. Included in the 4 deaths from all causes for Newry is one from measles, and 
one of the 7 deaths from all causes for Sligo is from whooping-cough, 


DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 

In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 265—125 boys 
and 140 girls—and the deaths to 166—77 males and 89 females. 

The deaths registered, omitting the deaths (numbering 11) of persons admitted into public institu- 
tions from localities outside the Area, represent an annual rate of mortality of 20-0 per 1,000 of the 
population. During the fifty-three weeks ending with Saturday last, the death-rate averaged 20-9 
and was equal to the mean rate for the ten years, 1909-18. The rate for all deaths registered during 
the fifty-three weeks was 22°6, and for the preceding ten years 22-0. 

Of the 155 deaths appertaining to the Area there was one from enteric fever, one from measles, 
there were 2 from whooping-cough, one from diphtheria, one from dysentery, 4 from diarrhaa and 
enteritis of children under 2. years, and one from influenza. 

In the 3 preceding weeks, deaths from measles were one, 0 and 0; deaths from whooping-cough 
were 2, one, and 2 ; deaths from diphtheria were one, one, and 0; deaths from dysentery were2, 0 and 0; 
and deaths from diarrhvea and enteritis of children under 2 years, 3, one and 2 respectively. There 
were no deaths from enteric fever or influenza in the three preceding weeks. 

There were 16 deaths from pneumonia, comprising 9 from broncho-pneumonia, one from lobar 
pneumonia, and 6 from pneumonia (type not distinguished). 

Tuberculous disease caused 14 deaths (comprising 10 from pulmonary tuberculosis, one from 
tuberculous meningitis. and 3 from other forms of tuberculous disease), as against 20, 20, and 11 in 
the three weeks preceding. 

Eleven deaths were caused by cancer, 11 by organic diseases of the heart, and 17 by bronchitis. 

Among deaths of infants under one year old, 3 were due to convulsions, 3 to bronchitis, 4 to 
broncho-pneumonia, 4 to diarrhwa and enteritis, 3 to premature birth, and 7 to congenital debility. 

There were 3 accidental deaths, one being by burns, and one by a vehicle. 

Forty-three of the deaths registered during the week appertaining to the Area were those of 
children under 5 years of age, 29 being infants under one year, of whom 13 were under one month 
old, and 49 deaths were those of persons aged 65 and upwards, of whom 37 were 70 years of age or over. 

Of the 155 deaths recorded, 59 occurred in hospitals and other public institutions. 

Details regarding deaths by diseases and ages in the Dublin Registration Area and its component parts 
will be found in Tables III. and IV.

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ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 


The mortality among civilians for the week ended 3rd January, in 96 large English towns (including 
London, in which the rate was 16-9 was equal to an average annual death rate of 16:2 per 1,000 of the 
estimated civil population, 

The average death rate for 16 principal towns of Scotland was 15-9 per-1,000 persons living, the rate 
for Glasgow being 15-3 and for Edinburgh 15-0. 


INFECTIOUS DISEASES IN EDINBURGH. 


The Registrar-General has been favoured by A. Maxwell Williamson, M.D., B.sc., Medical Officer of Health 
for Edinburgh, with a copy of his Return of Infectious Diseases notified during the week ended 3rd January. 
from this Report it appears that of 61 cases notified, 28 were scarlet fever, 12 diphtheria, 9 pulmonary 
tuberculosis, 6 other forms of tuberculosis, and 6 erysipelas. Among the 566 cases of infectious diseases in 
hospital at the close of the week were 254 of scarlet fever, 137 of pulmonary tuberculosis, 123 of 
diphtheria, 19 of measles, 7 of erysipelas, 3 of whooping-cough, and one of puerperal fever.

CasEs oF INFECTIOUS DisEasES UNDER TREATMENT IN DUBLIN HOSPITALS. 


Table [X. exhibits the number of cases of certain infectious diseases treated in the Dublin Hospitals 
during the week ended 3rd January, 1920, and the number under treatment at the close of each of the 
8 preceding weeks. 

From this it appears that the cases admitted to hospital during the week and the cases under treatment 
at its close, respectively, were as follows :—Enteric fever nil and 6: typhus nil and one; measles 2 and 8; 
scarlet fever 23 and 176*; and diphtheria 5 and 37. Eight cases of pneumonia were admitted during the week 
and 18 remained under treatment at its close. Of the deaths in hospital during the week one was from 
enteric fever and one from pneumonia. ;

DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA.—Birrus.—In the Dublin Registration Area, which consists 
of the city of Dublin, and the urban districts of Rathmines and Rathgar, Pembroke, Blackrock, and 
Kingstown, there were registered during the fourteen weeks ended on Saturday, 3rd January, 1920, 
2,900 births—1,511 boys and 1,389 girls—being equal to an annual rate of 26-7 in every 1,000 of the 
population. 


The number of births recorded for the city was 2,456, equivalent to an annual rate of 29-5 in every 
1,000 of the population ; and for the urban districts named above, 444, equal to an annual rate of 17-5 
in every 1,000 of the population. 


During the same period the births in London were equivalent to an annual rate of 25-5 per 1,000 
of the population ; in Glasgow the birth-rate was 28-9 per 1,000, and in Edinburgh 24-4 per 1,000. 


Dzatus.—Omitting the deaths (144) referred to localities outside the Dublin Registration Area, 
the deaths for the Area, numbering 1,738, were equivalent to an annual rate of 16-0 per 1,000 of the 
estimated population, the average rate for the corresponding period of the previous 10 years being 
21-2. The total number of deaths registered in the Dublin Registration Area during the quarter was 
1,882—901 males and 981 females—affording an annual ratio of 17-3 in every 1,000 of the estimated 
population, as compared with 22-3 per 1,000 for the fourth quarter of the ten years, 1909-1918. 


The number of deaths of inhabitants* of the North City districts registered last quarter was 727, 
representing an annual mortality of 16-6 in every 1,000 of the population ; and the number in the 
South City districts was 672, equivalent to a rate of i7-0 per 1,000. For the urban districts the 
number of deaths registered was 339, being equal to an annual death-rate of 15-4 in every 1,000. 


The deaths among civilians in London during the same period were equi valent to an annual rate of 
mortality of 14-3 in every 1,000 of the civil population ; in Glasgow the death-rate was 13-4 per 
1,000 of the total population, and in- Edinburgh the annual rate was }3-6 per 1,000.

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CAUSES OF DEATH IN DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 


The number of deaths from the principal epidemic diseases* registered in the Dublin Registration 
Area during !ast quarter was 123, being equal to an annual rate of 1-13 per 1,000 of the population. 


Entrertc Frver.—There were two deaths from enteric fever registered during the quarter (14 
weeks) ended 38rd January, as compared with 2,4, and 8 deaths registered in each of the earlier 
quarterly periods (13 weeks) of the year 1919. 


Typuus.—No death was registered from typhus during the period. 
Smatt Pox.—No mortality from this cause was recorded. 


MuasLes.—Seven deaths from measles were registered during the December quarter ; in March 
quarter there were 19, in June 6, and in September 3 deaths from this disease. 


ScaRLET Fever.—Of the 12 deaths registered, 7 belonged to north Dublin city districts, 4 to 
south Dublin city, and one to Kingstown urban district. The deaths from scarlet fever in each of 
the 3 preceding quarterly periods were 8, 5 and 4. 


Wuoopine CoucH.—This disease caused 9 deaths in March quarter, 7 in June quarter; in September 
quarter there was no deaths registered and in the period under notice 10 deaths were registered. 


DieurHerta.—The deaths rose to 15, having been 5, 5, and 6 in each of the 3 periods preceding ; 
of the 15 deaths from diphtheria, 5 belonged to north Dublin city, 4 to south Dublin city and 2 to the 
urban district of Rathmines and Rathgar. 


DyYsENTERY—Altogether 9 deaths were attributed to dysentery ; of these 6appertained to the district 
of south city No. 4. 

Drarrua@aL Disuases.—In the total deaths (68) from diarrhwal diseases (not including dysentery) 
61 were of children under 2 years of age ; this number is below the average (94). In each of the 3 
preceding quarters such deaths numbered 40, 33 and 170, respectively. 


INFLUENZA.—As in the preceding quarterly period, the number of deaths attributed to influenza 
numbered 13; in the June quarter they were 155, and in the March quarter 731; the foregoing figures 
correspond to annual rates of 0-13 per 1,000, 0°12 per 1,000, 1°53 per 1,000, and 7:22 per 1,000 of 
the estimated population of the Dublin Registration Area. 


CEREBRO-SPINAL FEvER.—No death from this disease was registered. 


TuBERcuLosis.—In the aggregate the deaths from all forms of tuberculosis numbered 270 (of these 
20 did not belong to the Area). The total is equivalent to the annual rate of 2°48 per 1,000; in the 3 
preceding quarters the corresponding rates were 4:05, 3°63 and 2°31, respectively. The total 270, 
is below the average (334) for the fourth quarters of the past 5 years by 64. 


The deaths from tuberculosis include 182 from pulmonary tuberculosis, 19 from tuberculous 
meningitis, 22 from abdominal tuberculosis, 11 from tuberculosis of the spinal column, 5 from tuber- 
culosis of joints, 4 from tuberculosis of other organs, and 27 deaths from disseminated tuberculosis. 


The death rate from all forms of tuberculosis, exclusive of those of non-residents, was 2-30 per 
1,000; in north Dublin city the rate was 2°31 per 1,000, in south Dublin city it was 2-88 per 1,000, and 
in the urban districts it was 1.38 per 1,000. 


CancEeR.—Altogether the deaths from malignant disease amounted to 137, including those of 19 
persons not belonging to the Area; the total (137) represents an annual rate of 1:26 per 1,000 ; in each 
of the 3 preceding quarters the corresponding rates were 1°39, 1:16 and 1°33 per 1,000 respectively. 
The average number of deaths from cancer in the corresponding quarterly period of the 5 years ending 
December 1918, was 142. 


PnreumoniA.—Of 118 deaths from pneumonia, 61 were from broncho-pneumonia, 14 from lobar 
pneumonia, and 43 were attributed to pneumonia, type not distinguished. The average number of 
deaths from pneumonia in the corresponding period of the 5 years preceding was 257. The death-rate 
_ recorded for pneumonia in each of the quarterly periods of the year 1919, were for March, 5-45 per 1,000, 
for June, 1°93 per 1,000, for September 0:82 per 1,000, and for the period under notice 1:09 per 1,000. 


DISEASES OF THE BRAIN AND Nervous System.—The total number of deaths included under 
this heading was 205, of which figure 35 were deaths from convulsions (all of the latter being those of 
children under 5 years of age). The average number of deaths grouped under this heading was 218, 
the annual rate represented by the 205 deaths being 1°89 per 1,000. 


DISEASES OF THE CrrcuLaTory System.—As compared with the average (231), there is a small 
decrease to 226 in the deaths assigned to diseases of the heart and blood vessels, the latter figure is 
equivalent to an annual rate of 2°08 per 1,000. : 


Broncuiris.—Deaths from bronchitis which in the 1st quarterof the year numbered 598, declined to 
228 in the June quarter and further to 86 in the September quarter, rising in the period under notice to 
199; these figures represent the following rates, respectively, 5:91, 2°25, 0°85 and 1-83 per 1,000.

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CONGENITAL ConpiTIONs.—The deaths of 7 infants were due to congenital malformations, 56 to 
prematurity and 49 to congenital debility. 


VIOLENCE.—Of 56 deaths classed to violence 13 (including 2 deaths of children under 5 years of age} 
were caused by burns and scalds, 9 by vehicles and horses, 5 by gunshot wounds, 3 by drowning, 
2 oecurred during building operations and one death was caused by gas poisoning, 


Three deaths were attributed to homicide and 3 to suicide.

In 48 instances the cause of death was uncertified, there having been no medical attendant during 
the last illness. Of the 48 cases, 17 (or 35-4 per cent.) were deaths of children under 5 years of age. 
Of the deaths of 119 infants under one month old registered, there were 10 (or 8-4 per cent.) regarding 
which the cause was uncertified. 


From Table III., page 530f, it will be seen that the annual rate represented by the mortality 
from the principal epidemic diseasest in the Dublin Registration Area was 1-0 per 1,000, that in the 
City it was 1-1, and in the urban districts 6-9, the rates for the several districts varying from 0-0 in 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, part of, to 2-5 in New Kilmainham, the 34 deaths from all 
causes for that district including one from scarlet fever, 3 from whooping-cough, one from diphtheria, 
and 2 deaths of children under 2 years from diarrhea and enteritis. 


Occupations.—In Table IV., page 530g, it will be observed that the deaths in families of 
the “ Professional and Independent Class ” were equal to an annual rate of 15-0 per 1,000 of the persons: 
in that class according to the Census of 1911; the rate for the ‘‘ Middle Class ” was 13-2 per 1,000 ; 
among the “ Artisan Class and Petty Shopkeepers ” it was 13-1; and in the “ General Service Class ”’ 
it was 17-2. ; 


AcEs.—Of the 1,882 persons whose deaths were registered in the Dublin Registration Area during 
the quarter, 410 were under 5 years of age, including 293 infants under one year of age, the latter repre- 
senting a rate of 101 per 1,000 births registered. ‘The number of deaths of children under 5 years of 
age is equal to an annual mortality of 37-3 in every 1,000 children at that age (according to the Census 
of 1911), the deaths of persons between the ages of 5 and 15 representing an annual rate of 4-4 per 
1,000 persons at that age-period ; those between the ages of 15 and 25 were equivalent to an annual 
rate of 4-7 per 1,000, the total number under 25 years being equal to an annual mortality of 11-6 per 
1,000 of the population at that age-period (according to the Census of 1911) ; for those between 25 and 
45 the rate was 8-8 ; for those between 45 and 65 it was 29-9; among persons between 65 and 75 the 
rate was 65-3; and among those aged 75 and upwards the average annual death rate was 147-8 per 
1,000. The deaths of 7 persons aged 90 years and upwards were registered.

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Pusiic Instrrutions.—Of the 1,882 deaths recorded during the quarter, 832, or 44-2 per cent 
occurred in public institutions, viz., 528 in the various hospitals, prisons, and lunatic asylums; 295 
in the Dublin Union Workhouse; and 9 (those of persons admitted from within the Dublin 
Registration Area) in the Rathdown Union Workhouse. 


WEATHER.—The mean temperature for fourteen weeks, deducted from the mean weekly tem- 
perature as returned from the Ordnance Survey Office, Phanix Park,was 42-8°. At Greenwich it was 
42-9°; at Glasgow, 41-1°; and at Edinburgh, 40-82. . 


The rainfall at Dublin during the fourteen weeks measured 9-06 inches ; at Greenwich it was 5-20 
inches ; at Glasgow, 10-91 inches; and at Edinburgh, 10.57 inches. 


NINETEEN PRINCIPAL TOWN DISTRICTS OF IRELAND. 


As shown in Table II., the annual death-rate represented by the deaths from all causes registered 
‘during last quarter in the Dublin Registration Area and eighteen of the principal urban districts of 
Ireland (exclusive of deaths in public institutions of persons admitted from without the districts), was 
16-6 per 1,000 of the population, the respective rates for the several districts being as follows, ranging 
in order from the lowest to the highest :—Newry, 8.4; Clonmel, 8.8 ; Drogheda, 10.4 ;.Galway, 11.8 ; 
Tralee, 11.9; Lurgan, 12.2 ; Portadown, 13.0; Ballymena, 13.1; Sligo, 13.3; Kilkenny, 13.5; 
Waterford, 13.8; Lisburn, 14.7; Dundalk, 15.6; Wexford, 15.8; Limerick, 16.0 : Dublin Registra- 
tion Area, 16.0; Cork, 16.9; Londonderry, 18.2 ; and Belfast, 18.8. 


The annual rate represented by the deaths from the principal epidemic diseases* in the 19 districts 
is 1-7 per 1,000 of the population, the rates varying from 0-0 in two of the districts to 3-1 in Belfast ; 
the 2,019 deaths from all causes’ in that district, including 10 from enteric fever, one from typhus, 133 
from measles, 104 from scarlet fever, 4 from whooping-cough, 11 from diphtheria, 2 from dysentery, 
and 68 from diarrhceal diseases. 


The following is a synopsis of the mortality from the principal epidemic diseases* in the ¢ighteen 
provincial urban districts, already named, and Tables II. and V. give in detail the results of the 
registration for the quarter :— 


Enrerio Fever.—Of 13 deaths from this disease, 10 were of residents of Belfast and one apper- 
tained to each of Limerick, Waterford and Lisburn. 


TypHus.—One death was recorded for Belfast and 2 for Tralee. 
SMALL-POx.— No case of this disease was reported. 
Mrastus.—There were 133 deaths for Belfast and one for each of Newry and Ballymena. 


ScarLet Frver.—The 109 deaths due to this disease comprise 104 for Belfast, 3 for Londonderry 
and one for each of Cork and Ballymena. 


WHooPING-couGH.—Four deaths were recorded fox Belfast, 3 for Cork, 2 for each of Waterford, 
Gaiway and Sligo, and one for each of Newry and Wexford. 


DipHTHERiIA.—Of 40 deaths, 20 belonged to Cork, 11 to Belfast, 3 to each of Londonderry and 
Limerick and one to each of Dundalk, Lisburn and Wexford. 


DrarRH@AL Diseases.—The deaths classified under this heading include 81 deaths of children 
under 2 years from diarrhcea and enteritis, and of these 43 appertained to Belfast, 9 to Cork, 7 to each 
of Londonderry and Limerick, and 3 to Waterford. 


PuLMonary TUBERCULOSIS.—The annual death-rate from pulmonary tuberculosis for the 19 towns 
‘in the aggregate was 1-6 per 1,000 of the estimated population ; for the Dublin Registration Area it 
was 1-6 per 1,000; for Belfast county borough 1-7 per 1,000, and for the urban districts collectively 
(not including Dublin Registration Area and Belfast) it was 1°5.
